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W hy have radical educational ideas, 
from all different political direc- 
tions, made so little headway over 
the past 40 years? 

It has to do, I believe, with a failure to 
understand the workings of a lock-gate. 

Consider a boat that has to be raised 20 
feet to go upstream. To the uninitiated, this 
seems impossible; in practice, behold the 
lock-gate. 

The way to go upstream is this. The boat is 
brought to the first lock-gate. There follows 
some brisk twiddling of wheels. The first 
gale opens, in goes the boat, and the gate is 
shut tight behind. More wheel-twiddling 
ensues. Bubbles and froth appear within the 
lock but up goes the boat, unstamped, to 
the new level. A final twiddle of the wheels 
at the second lock-gate and out comes the 
boat and the beer and the sandwiches. 

But what happens if both sets of lock- 
gates are suddenly opened with a grand, 
rhetorical, manifesto-induced, flourish? 
Precisely. “Whoosh” comes the water; the 
boat is rocked violently and sinks without a 
trace. 

In this respect, the boat is like almost 
every radical post-war educational policy or 
person. 

As there are consultants in everything 
these days, here follows a set of dialogues 
between a Lock-Gate Interpretation Con- 
sultant (Logic) and assorted politicians from 
Right, Left and Centre (Alliance) on the 
subject of secondary education. 

Enter Right ( distractedly ): Woe. In all 
manner of ways the teachers arc revolt- 
ing. The local education authorities are a 
spent intellectual and managerial force. 
They cannot even get themselves voted 
for properly. Parents need more choice 
and something national (but what?) 
needs doing about the curriculum. 

The only bright spot is the voluntary 
aided secondary school, where governors 
leave the hea'd to look after the curricu- 
lum, own the premises (which takes care 
of them) and employ the teachers (which 
takes care of them) . So all the l.e.a.s have 
to do is to pay up and look pleasant . , . 

But the market, the market! We yearn 
to make all schools fee-paying, but . . . 
Logic: “Whoosh?” 
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'We have a mandate to open 
both lock-gates at once' 


Right: Precisely. 

Logic (with wheel-twiddling gesture): But if 
the voluntary aided school is so good; 
why not make all the secondary schools 
voluntary aided? 

Right: But the fuss, the cost, the problems! 

Logic: What fuss? Some bubbles and froth 
from the l.e.a.s and the teachers, but no 
crowds would march far for the status of 
county school. What cost? The property 
is already publicly owned. What prob- 
lems? The county secondary school could 
vanish at a flick of the legislative wrist. 

As for 5,000 or so new sets of founda- 
tion governors: make the parents and 
some local worthies the foundation gov- 
ernors Bnd let anyone try and get the loot 
back later! 

Right: So our policy is to . . . 

Logic (Making a boat rising in the lock 
gesture): Make maintained secondary 
schools as like independent schools as 
possible; voluntary aided. 

Enter Left: Git! We will stop all that. And 
indeed, subject to further consideration, 
we would go on to abolish independent 
schools slowly over nil open fire, blit . . . 

Logic: “Whoosh?" 

Left: Precisely. So we will be nasty to 
independent schools and take away their 
tuck. Yaroop! wc will . . . 

Logic: But seriously, why do you want to do 

something about the independent schools?

Irish demand ethnic rights 


Irish parents In London and Leeds are 
demanding that their children be rec- 
ognized as ethnic minority pupils with 
special cultural needs. 

They want Gaelic taught in schools 
and say that children have a right to 
study Ha literature and music as well as 
the opportunity to play specifically 
Irish sports like hurling and Gaelic 
football, writes Barry Hugiil. 

Mr Bernard McGrath, the Irish 
community’s representative on Leeds 
CUy Craindl, says that there are 
110,159 children with Irish parents 
attending schools in the city. 

But because the council refuses to 
recognize the Irish as an ethnic minor- 
ity group they have jm educational 
access to their parents* culture or their 
Irish heritage, he says. 

In inner London one -sixth of the 
population Is of Irish origin and, 
according to Irish rights activists, con- 
stitute the largest ethnic minority 
group In the capital. 


The ILEA, however, doea not recog- 
nize the Irish as an ethnic minority and 
makes no special provision for Irish 
children.

The course of the Education Bill 
through the House of Lords has shown 
the Government in on absurdly uncon- 
vincing light. In fact, the way ministers 
have handled emotive issues like poli- 
tics in the classroom, free speech on 
the campus, and sex education has 
resembled the worst days of Harold 
Wilson's brand of expedient prag- 
matism. K a 

The fiasco over the universities' 
obligation to provide a forum of free 
speech and what duties should be 
imposed on the university authorities 
to guarantee a hearing for controver- 
sial speakers was not the result of some 
unforeseeable misfortune. It followed 
directly from an unbelievably inept 
piece of legal botchcry. 

How the words were drafted; in 
whose bath they were dreamed up; 
whose absence of mind commended 
them; what were the views of the 
education ministers and their senior 
advisers - fortunately for our present 
rulers all these remain shrouded in 
mystery at this time.

T he occasional success of a grand- 
parent or pensioner achieving a 
degree still grabs the headlines, 
ana the Government claims 19 
per cent of all higher education stu- 
dents get in with non-standard entry. 
However, the reality is that the num- 
ber of students over 25 is now less than 
2 per cent, and has been failing as a 
percentage since 1979. 

For the past three years, debate has 
grown over the desirable level of 
mature student entry to higher educa- 
tion as we approach the 1990s, and yet 
neither the Government, with its low 
expectations for extra mature stu- 
dents, nor its critics with their much 
greater hopes, have addressed them- 
selves to the central problem. Exactly 
how does the system go about the 
expansion of mature student entry in 
the first place? 

As Labour's higher education 
spokesman, my visits to universities, 
polytechnics and colleges have con- 
vinced me of several things. Though I 
suspect that the system in its present 
stat? can muddle through to recruit 
mature students in Brts and social 
sciences, there is no such parallel in the 
science and technology field. This is 
partially due to the inertia of the vast 
majority' of science departments, and 
their failure to give thought to the 
recruitment of mature students. Even 
the exceptions tend to see non-stan- 
dard cut runts with blinkered vision 
and talk of their ability to draw in 
mature students from people already 
working as technicians (with their 
reliable numerate and scientific back- 
ground). 

This fails to recognize, however, 
that as a country we are failing to train 
enough technicians in most fields any- 
way, and that it is irresponsible - in the 
national interest - to cream off techni- 
cians into higher education without

One or the major challenges facing 
such a committee would be attitudes 
within the adult population towards 
the idea of education itself.

Usually, the problem here is brain- 
washing and the view school gave them 
that they are educational failures.

Former DES 
aide launches 
hi-tech school 


A week after losing his job as Sir Keith 
Joseph's political adviser, Mr Stuart 
Sexton opened his own ambitious new 
primary school with aims endorsed by 
the Prime Minister. 

The four thrcc-year-olds who 
attended the first day of the nursery 
unit of Wurlinghnm Park School, Sur- 
rey- fees £150 a term or £42 a month - 
were unaware that they were the 
pioneers of a new generation of en- 
gineers and technologists. 

They played happily with jigsaws 
and a game called Helta Skelta which 
requires some building ability to make 
a marble run through its tunnels and 
wheels. These were the only risible 
signs of a curriculum which is eventual- 
ly to be imbued with the principles of 
modem technology and engineering 
skills. 

Wariingham Park is the realization 
of a five-year dream on Mr Sexton's 
, part to start a school which gives 
children a heavy dose of technology 
alongside the more traditional curricu- 
lum. The trust of which he is chairman 
- the Independent Primary and Secon- 
dary Education Trust - has acquired a 
five-year lease with option to buy from 
Surrey County Council on a former 
Chtirch of England middle school. 

It used to cater for 350 pupils and 
includes swimming pool, science and 
language laboratories, home econo- 
mics department and large hall as well 
as 10 classrooms. 

Mr Sextan has even managed to 
lease half of the field behind the school 
and persuade the farmer who leases 
the rest to roll it into shape for a 
playing field in return for the grass 
Which now grows on the field in some 
profusion.

Mr Sexton's trust has so far raised 
£25,000 but he is looking for another 
£50,000. It will take at least three years 
for the school to build up enough 
pupils to break even. By this Septem- 
ber, Mr Sexton realizes there may be 
only one class of five-year-olds and 


another of eight-year-olds made up of 
children whose parents have opted out 
of the local middle school system. He 
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would eventually like to build up to 200 
pupils in the five to 13 age range. 

This makes it difficult to employ 
teaching staff at present but there are 
people “‘waiting in the wings". 

Ms Alpin managed to recruit two of 
the four nursery children on a walk 
across the fields with her new dog. The 
twins, Simon and Peter Brown, live in 
a house within sight of the school. 

A former head pf a Lancashire 
primary school, Mr Eric Hughes, at 
present seconded to the British School 
ol Technology in Bedfordshire, is to 
advize on tho technological element of 
the curriculum two days a week. 

Mr Hughes sounded slightly at o loss 
earlier this week about the part he will 
play in the new school. But he defined 
the kind ot work he has been doing in 
state primary schools around the coun- 
tiy as “introducing children to the Idea 
of getting things to work" and “extend- 
ing the range of appropriate materials 
that they are already using for their 
junk modelling". 

Mr Sexton has hopes of expansion 
into the adjacent hospital when it 
comes up for sale.

He Is 
helped by his catchment area in the 
leafy lanes of Surrey where the up- 
wardly mobile cluster, and by a pep 
sonal message from Mrs Thatcher in 
the school brochure praising the com- 
bination of “traditional values and 
modern technology". 


Parents bid 
to resist 
demolition 


A decision to demolish one of the 
oldest nursery schools in the country is 
being challenged by parents and staff 
who say that a council survey on it is 
inaccurate. 

The Shakespeare Nursery School in 
Manchester was founded in 1920 by 
Grace Owen, an expert in the history 
of nursery education. Up to last Eas- 
ter, 80 two to five-year-olds attended 
the nursery in the three terraced 
houses where the nursery began. 

Although there Imd been rumours 
over the years that the premises were 
unsuitable, the parents and staff had 
successfully fought off a move to 
relocate the nursery school in 1982. 

The local authority says that at that 
time the parents agreed in principle to 
demolition of the building. Parents say 
that a programme of refurbishment for 
the school was agreed upon, while the 
school moved out temporarily. 

Last autumn, the head, Mrs Kath- 
leen Pumfrey, concerned about safety 
because of a series of gas leaks ana 
cracks, asked the local authority to 
check the building. 

According to Mrs Mary Wright, a 
teacher at the school, an engineer did a 
20-minute survey and produced a re- 
port which concluded: “It is recom- 
mended that the nursery is rehoused as 
soon as practical and serious consid- 
eration given to demolishing the 
building".

undertaken by one of the parents, Mr 
John Kershaw, a qualified surveyor, 
disagrees with the findings of the 
Manchester city architects. He says 
that the building is basically sound, of 
no danger to the inhabitants, and 
capable of renovation over a period of 
time. He estimates that this would cost 
£50,000. 

Meanwhile the decision to demolish 
the building was taken at a meeting of 
the building sub-committee last week. 
Parents, who had already collected 460 
signatures on a petition , were horrified 
that the councillors took a vote without 
any discussion being allowed.

iscd primary school where provision, 
the parents say, is totally unsuitable 
although £7,000 has already been 
spent on it. The council admit that this 
is a temporary measure because rising 
numbers mean that the school will be 
needed again for primary pupils. 

It will cost £10,000 to demolish the 
original nursery school - which h as had 
a new roof ana a new central heating 
system put in over the past five years. 

The committee’s decision is due to 
be ratified at a full council meeting on 
Monday. 


Report attacks appalling state of repair 


The state of Britain's primary schools 
has been further criticized In a hard- 
hitting dossier compiled by the Build- 
ing Employers Confederation (BEC). 

The report's author, Mr Arthur 
Osman, W sited schools around the 
country at random. 

At St Vincent's Roman Catholic 
Primarv at Redbridge, Essex, for ex- 
ample, he found outdoor lavatories that 
had remained unaltered since they 
were built In 1929. The system has to be 
drained every night In winter to reduce 
the risk of freezing pipes. The Depart- 
ment of Education has turned down a 


request fora grant of £63,000 to replace 
(be system. 

In Durham, Thomley Primary 
School near Peterlee qualifies for the 
title of the country's worst school. 

“Ceilings are like a patchwork and a 
penetrating smell of damp pervades the 
whole building. Fungus blooms and 
fresheners are sprayed to try and 
sweeten the air," says the dossier. 

At Blackhills Road Junior and In- 
fonts School In Hordcn the headmis- 
tress, Mrs Audrey Nlchol, does not hide 
her anger. The lavatories give off a 
stench at 30 yards because of poor 
drainage and there Is an overall sour 
smell of decay and some despair, the 


report says, even among a dedicated 
staff. 

The director of surveying In 
Durham, Mr Graham Oak, agrees that 
the schools arc In a terrible condition. 
Thornley, he says, is now due to bo 
replaced by a £226,0 00 building prog- 
ramme by Um end of 1987. 

Statistics collected by tho BEC show 
that £2 b Dll on needs to bo spent on 
schools. Some 20 per cent of primary 
schools are in buildings which were 
built over 80 years ago and have not 
been modernized since.

When even winners are losers . . . 


Bradford University did not do badly 
out of next year's grant allocations 
announced by the University Grants 
Committee. 

With a cash increase of 0.7 per cent, 
it sits In the middle of the winners and 
losers list, among whom the average 
increase is about one per cent. 

But it stilt faces a budget deficit of 
£linillion next year, and then the 
prospect of closing departments and 
making academic staff compulsorily 
redundant. 

Its recurrent grant for next year is 
£lS.06million, but it estimates it needs 
£15.75million just to stand still. This 
week committees were sitting to de- 
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cide whose telephone, light and heat- 
ing bills could be cut, what building 
conversion work halted, and which 


equipment orders cancelled. 

Planning beyond next summer is 
impossible because noone knows if the 
Government will release more funds 
for universities, as it has indicated it 
might, and if so, how much. 

It if does not, the prospects for 
Bradford, according to the deputy 
registrar, Mr David Packham, are 
“very, very gloomy indeed". 

The university was hard hit in the 
last round of curs and has already axed 
10 academic areas, reduced its 
academic staff by 100 to 400, and its 
student body by 1,000 to 4,000. 

To add to the gloom, Bradford did 
poorly in the UGC's recent assessment 
of universities' research strengths and 
weaknesses. Eleven of its 18 areas 
were rated below average, and only 
one above average. 

The UGC noted that its many new 
chairs could give the university re- 
vamped research leadership, but this is 
little comfort to Bradford. The cuts to 
its grant mean that it cannot go ahead

with the necessary conversion and 
equipping of laboratories to allow the 
new professors to get their research 
programmes underway. 

"At the moment we're still evaluat- 
ing the situation,” Mr Packham said, 
"and telling people not to panic.” 

But other universities arc pressing 
the panic button. Bristol University 
came out of this year's planning and 
research evaluation exercises with 
flying colours. Its cash increase is 2.7 
per cent, and 14 of its research areas 
were rated bs excellent. 

But its vicc-chanccllor. Sir John 
Kingman, says the university will be 
bankrupt by 1988 unless more money 
is found. 

It anticipates a deficit of £2million 
both this year and next, which will 
rapidly erode the £5million of reserves 
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which have been built up over the past 
100 years. 

Halfway through 1988 the money 
will run out and the university, in 
commercial terms, will cease trading. 
Already standards arc suffering. Three 
professors have left the university's 
world-class drama department, nnd 
only one post can be Rued - next year. 

Sir John emphasizes that if favoured 
Bristol faces such a prospect, then 
bankruptcy must loom much nearer 
for more heleagured institutions. 

Already a spate of wurnings has 
come from otner universities, who 
estimate they face cuts in real terms of 
between about two and six per- cent. 
The only cheerful word has come from 
Surrey, which is confidently expecting 
substantial income to flow soon from 
the science park it has developed. 

Leeds University says its deficit next 
year is likely to be about £3.5million, 
while Salford, held up as a prime 
example of a university successfully 
tapping private funds, says at least 35 
academic jobs will have to go from a 
staff of 980 next year. Durham has 
estimated a loss of 30 jobs. 

Oxford, which got no cash increase, 
says 55 jobs will be unfilled next year, 
two- thirds of them senior posts. 

Sir Patrick Neill, the vice-chancel- 
lor, described the allocation as "a 
serious blow" which took no nccount 
of Oxford's libraries, museums and 
special obligations. 

Under the new system of allocating 
giants, introduced by the UGC this 

{ 'ear, the collegiate universities - Ox- 
ord, Cambridge and Durham, and to 
a lesser extent Lancaster, York and 
Kent - have been penalized for having 
income from college fees. 

The new, but unclear, formula for 
doling out funds to institutions aims to 


take account of shifts til student num- 
bers, standardized teaching costs, and 
the quality of research work. 

East Anglia, one of the nine univer- 
sities to sulfur a maximum cut of 0.5 
per cent, lias complained bitterly that 
the new system punishes institutions 
such as itself which favour seminar 
teaching and continuous assessment. 

Allocutions ranged from an increase 
of four per cent for top-ranking War- 
wick, to actual cash cuts for 17 univer- 
sities, although these figures arc not 
what they seem. 

All universities face cuts in real 
terms, depending on inflation unci the 
size of the salary offer to academic 
staff. In addition, the allocations have 
been related to suggested student 
numbers. If the grant is pegged to 
these, then n different pecking order 
emerges, with Loughborough on top.

Only five education 
departments see stars 


Five out nf 37 university education 
departments were given gold stars foT 
excellence in research by the Universi- 
ty Grants Committee Inst week - but 
17 were raled ns below average. 

Overall, the list of research ratings 
(sec panel) yielded few surprises, but 
some heads of departments with low 
marks reacted angrily to the exercise. 

Dr Harry Judge, director of Oxford 
University s department of education- 
al studies, said he was puzzled and 
disappointed by its rating as below 
average. 

He acknowledged that (he depart- 
ment had always made practical 
school- and teacher-based work a 
priority, and that - unlike the starred 
departments, which had between three 
and 15 professorial posts - his had no 
chair in education. 

"In a sense, the university should 
now be asking itself: ‘Is it supporting 
education properly?’” However, he 
also questioned the basis on which 
research work bad been evaluated, 

The Oxford Educational Research 
Group, which is based In the depart- 
ment but yrarks in partnership with 
other subject areas, had attracted 
external research funding of Xlmlllion 
for the university over the last nine 
years, he said, but this did not seem to 
have been taken into account.

Broadly speaking, however, a simi-

Much Influenced by Margaret 
McMillan, she placed great emphasis at 
Beacon Hlllon children’s needs for Dree 
play and nurture. Lessons were volun- 
tary, children worked at their own 
pace, and there was no corporal 
punishment. 

She also encouraged a democratic 
spirit: the school was run by a council 
on the basts of dlscusslona and agree- 
ment between adults and children. 

After Russell Left both her and the 
school In 1932, she ran it alone until 
1943, when It was closed. Though she

Building law used 
as closure reason 


A five-year-old Act of Parliament is 
increasingly being cited to back educa- 
tion authorities wanting to overcome 
parental opposition to closing small 
schools. 

The 1981 Education (School Premis- 
es) Regulations Act laid down mini- 
mum standards that would have to be 
met by all new school buildings from 
the time of the Act and to which 
existing buildings would have to con- 
form -by 1991. These standards in- 
cluded such things as separate staff- 
rooms, inside lavatories and changing 
facilities. 

But in Norfolk, for example, where 
it was decided earlier this year to 
review 100 first and primary schools 
with a view to closure, the Act effec- 
tively means that any school with 
under 30 pupils built along Victorian 
lines is not going to meet the regula- 
tions. 

Norfolk is now a third of the way 


through its review of small schools and 
there have not yet been any closures on 
these grounds. Hut Great Cressinghaoi 
School, which has 42 pupils ana was 


built in 1841, is on the hit list. Since it 
has neither indoor lavatories nor a 
separate staff room, and the Act was 
quoted last time it was up for closure in 
1984, there are fears that this time the 
battle may be harder to win. 

Molly Stiles, national co-ordinator 
of the National Association for the 
Support of Small Schools, fears that 
about 4,000 schools around the coun- 
try could be affected ultimately. She 
says that the 1981 Regulations are 
being used as a reason for threatening 
closure by many authorities. In Nor- 
folk, county officials are involved In an 
exercise to measure all the schools with 
a view to working out surplus accom- 
modation. 

In Wiltshire, the Act has been used 
in a more specific way. One of its 
clauses lays down tbc minimum space 
needed per child. This is determined 
on d per capita basis for all schools 
except those where there arc less than 
80 children. For them, there is an 
additional requirement of 70 square, 
metres regardless of the number of 
children. 

This cquld mean that by 1991 a 
school with 31 pupils, say, would need 
to allow 4.058 square metres per child 
whereas a school with 300 pupils would 


only need to allow 2.24 square metres. 

One of the first casualties on a hit list 
of 18 to foil foul of this part of the 
regulations is Easton Royal school in 
Wiltshire which is threatened with 
amalgamation with two other schools 
in a new building in tbc nearby village 
of Burbage. To remain open, Easton 
Royal's building would nave to be 
increased by about a third. 

The Chief Education Officer for 
Wiltshire, Mr Ivor Slocombe, admit- 
ted that the majority of the county's 
small schools would not conform to tne 
1981 regulations. He said that it was 
policy to stress the capital investment 
that would be needed in the future to 
bring schools up to scratch when a 
decision not to close was taken.

The other side to the build-up of 
Stale-funded youth training is shown 
in the latest statistics from the Depart- 
ment of Education and Science. 

They record that the proportion of 
16-year-olds in full time education has 
fallen at the same time as Youth 
Training Scheme numbers have 
grown. 

The DES reports a 46 per cent 
participation rate last year, a decline of 
4 per cent since 1980. But participation 
in part-time education, often on the 
YTa, rose by 13 per cent in the same 
period. 

Among 17-year-olds, the full-time 
education participation rate fell lost 
year by 2 per cent to 30 per cent. The 

f iart-tlme participation rate also fell, 
rom 17 per cent in 1980 to 13 per cent 
last year. 

Nearly four in five l.e.a.s have more 
than 40 per cent of their 16-year-oldsln 
some form of full-time education. 

There are, however, wide differ- 
ences between authorities. The outer 
London borough of Bamci has a stay 
on rate of 70 per cent but another outer 
London borough. Barking, has the 
lowest rate in the country at 31 per 
cent. 

Last year YTS accounted for only 2 
per cent of full-time 16-year-old stu- 
dents but 11 per cent of those on 
part-time courses.

Madelj Conservative MP for SW Bed- 
fordshire, are lobbying NAB and 
ministers on behalf of the college. 

NAB wants the courses axed in 
September 1987, arguing that as there 
are seven centres offering art and 
design in the East Anglian region it 
would be better to dose one rather 
than make cuts in all.

Dr Rod Hudson, principal of the 
college, says this HND course is over- 
subscribed whereas other colleges 
which have failed to recruit their target 
numbers are to be preserved.

Teachers in one local outhoritv can 
normally be expected to cover for an 
absent colleague for up to three weeks. 

Arrangements in Knowslcy on 
Merseyside date from the 1970s when 
the authority decided to improve staf- 
fing levels in schools and limit the 
supply teaching force. 

The 15-day limit only applies in the 
case of the first absence at any particu- 
lar school, but it is the biggest reouire- 
ment for cover in the country as shown 
by results of an unpublished survey of 
local authorities. 

Evidence of the wide disparity in 
local arrangements came as the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers called on all authorities to 
provide adequate supply staff to fill 
gaps from the Ant dny. 

The authorities are likely to resist 
such pressure as impractical, but the 
cover issue remains one of the most 
contentious at the Acas-inspired talks 
on conditions of service. 

The Nationnl Union of Teachers is 
considering whether to appeal against 
the recent High Court judgment that 
cover is a professional obligation, 
rather than a voluntary activity.

Children across the country are still 
being turned out of school at lunchtime 
as heads and local authorities continue 
to row about mid-day supervision 
arrangements. 

Government agreement and cash 
for new local schemes has been given 
to 71 authorities but disputes are 
preventing many getting off the 
ground. 

Some heads are threatening to fol- 
low the example of Liverpool col- 
. leagues and walk out of their schools, 
leaving their employers to take respon- 
sibility for supervision. 

But the growing number of local 
battles Is placing the National Associa- 
tion of Head Teachers in a difficult 
position. It is pressing for national 
agreement on qualifications, pay and 
numbers of supervisors - ana has 
already hod a one-day lunchtime clo- 
sure to back the campaign - while 
seeing members come to vastly diffe- 
rent deals. 

In Richmond, heads and deputies 
are allowed to take part, with teachers, 
in supervizing pupils at a rate of £8 an 
hour. 

In Buckinghamshire, where the 
whole schools meals service is at risk, 
heads are not paid. Teachers get £4. SO. 

In the ILBa, no teachers are taking 
part although this scheme is being 
reviewed and there may be pressure 
for teachers taking dubs or ‘'volun- 
tary” activities to be paid as well as 
other supervisors on sites.

Teachers for the 21st Century, was 
prepared by a 14-member task force 
including (he presidents of both major

"But even if by some economic 
miracle this country could remain 
competitive without rebuilding our 
education system, we must do so for 
otheT compelling reasons: equal 

opportunity for all our children and 
preservation of an informed popula- 
tion capable of self-government - a 
citizenry with a shared sense of demo- 
cracy and a vision of our potential as a 
nation. 



"This task force rejects the view that 
America must choose between quality 
and equity in education policy. It 
cannot afford to do so. The country 
must have both. 

“Though many people have vital 
roles to play,” the report adds, "only 
the teachers can Anally accomplish the 
agenda we h ave laid out . It wi If do little 
good to raise the standards of entry 
Into the profession of teaching and 
greatly improve the professional pre- 
paration of teachers ir nothing is done 
to make teaching a more attractive 
career. 

“The conditions under which 
teachers work are increasingly intoler- 
able to people who qualify Tor jobs in 
the upper tiers of the American work- 
force - the people who must now be 
attracted to teaching. Those people 
arc, and rend to think of themselves as. 
professionals. Professional work is 
characterized by the assumption that 
the Job of the professional is to bring 
special expertise and judgement to 
bear on the work at hand. 

"Because their expertise and judge- 
ment is respected, and they alone ore 
presumed to have it, professionals 
enjoy a high degree of autonomy in 
their work. They define the standards 
used to evaluate the quality of work 
done, they decide what standards are 


prepared by a 14-member task force 
including (he presidents of both major 
teaching unions. It recommends 
sweeping changes in the way teachers 
are trained, paid, and treated at work. 
"Hie goal." says Mr David A Ham- 
burg, corporation president, "is to put 
teaching on a par with law, medicine 
and other fields where members of the 
profession take responsibility for set- 
ting and maintaining high standards.” 
To this end the task force suggests a 
pay scale ranging from $35,500 


(£25,000) - $72,000 (£50,000). Amer- 
ican teachers’ pay currently averages 
523,500. 

The task force also advocates a 
system under which teachers run their 
own schools and hire the administra- 
tors. 

“We do not believe the educational 
system needs repairing,” says the re- 
port. "Wc believe it must be rebuilt to 
match the drastic change needed in our 
economy If wc are to prepare our 
children forjproductive lives in the 21st 
century. It is no exaggeration to sug- 
gest that America must now provide to 
the many tho same quality of education 
presently reserved for the fortunate 
few. The cost of not doing so will be a

Teachers work in 
an environment suffused with 
bureaucracy. Rules made by others 
govern their behaviour at every turn. 
Perceptive researchers have tola us for* 
years that teachers are treated as if 
they have no expertise worth having 
... an endless array of policies suc- 
ceed in constraining the exercise of the 
teacher’s independent judgement on 
almost every matter of moment . . . 

“The plain fact is that many good 
teachers we have are being driven out 
of teaching by these conditions, and it 
will be impossible to attract many new 
people of real ability to teaching until 
these conditions are radically littered. 

“In a nutshell, recruiting the most 
able college graduates to teaching will 
require the schools to offer pay and 
conditions of work that are competi- 
tive with those to be found in other 
places where professional work is 
done. That means fundamental change 
in both the schools and the profession 1 
of teaching." I 

In recommending the abolition of 
the undergraduate degree in educa- 
tion, the task force follows the lead of 
the recent Holmes Group report pre- 
pared by the education deans of lead- 
ing American universities. But its 
proposals are more wide-ranging and, 

S ’ven the wealth and influence of 
amegie, likely to have n greater 
effect. 


A growing number of educators, 
business leaders and politicians across 
the country have begun to argue that, 
instead of majoring in education, new 
teachers to have five years of education 
liberal arts. California already requires 
teachers to have five years of education 
beyond high school, and Colorado 
recently abolished undergraduate de- 
grees entirely. 

The task force says: “Colleges and 
universities have failed to provide the 
education that schoolteachers need. 
Higher education leaders must seize 
the initiative and play their part in 
strengthening the schools.” 

They call on university presidents to 
“set a high priority for development of 
strong undergraduate programmes for 
all students, the development of post- 
graduate professional education for 
teaching, and close cooperation be- 
tween the faculties responsible for 
education and the arts and sciences.” 

The cost of the reforms, which the 
task force suggests should be phased in 
over the nextlO years, are estimated at 
around $47 billion. This would mean 
an annual increase in state and federal 
education spending of 2.8 per cent, 
though the report believes that most of 
this could be garnered through econo- 
mic growth. 

In one respect, the report differs 
radically from all the others which 
have dissected the corpse of American 
education over the past few years: the 
Carnegie Corporation is prepared to 
put its money where its mouth is. It has 
announced that it will finance the 
setting-up of one of the major recom- 
mendations in the report - a national 
board for professional teaching stan- 
dards which will establish tougher 
certification requirements. 

The new board will be independent 
of the federal government ana will be 
controlled by an elected majority of 
board-certified teachers. As a first 
step, the corporation is appointing 
about two dozen people to establish 
the organization, and to develop 
teaching standards. A 14-month re- 
search grant of $817,000 has been 
awardcato Stanford University to help 
with Ihc project. 

Altogether, Carnegie expects to 
spend up to $4 million to bring the 
national board Into being, and hopes 
to have it functioning by June 19B7. 
Once operational, it will be financed 
by fees from those seeking certifica- 
tion. It will then become the first 
mechanism to give teachers, rather 
than state boards of education, prim- 
ary responsibility for setting the stan- 
dards of their profession anadetennin- 
ing who meets them.

“It holds the potential for much 
good,” he added. “Increased parenaj 
choice, and teachers with a liberal tuts 
education, paid on the basis of merit, 
and held to rigorous standards." 

Mr Bennett was undoubtedly en- 
couraged by the task force's avoidance 
of any suggestion that the federal 
government should bear responsibility 
for educational reform, and by tbek

She also 
said that a broad scientific education 
was particularly important in an age 
when highly specialized technical jobs 
became too narrow and might sudden- 
ly become obsolete.

Sir - William Stubbs and Peter Morti- 
raore, education officer aud assistant 
education officer of the ILEA, are 
critical of our report on examination 
results in ILEA schools, published by 
the National Council for Educational 
Standards {TBS, May 16). 

But it must be noted that they have 
not challenged a single figure given in 
the NCES report. Nor have they 
contested our finding that the average 
performance of the ILEA*s 16-year* 
old pupils, despite average test scores 
at the age of 1 1, is substantially below 
that of pupils at secondary modern 
schools both for O level passes and for 
the O level and CSE points fO fC 
points) scale designed by tne ILEA for 
comparison of examination results. 

It is claimed that our results are out 
of date. It is true that the NCES report 
on the ILEA forms part of two detailed 
NCES national surveys for 1981 and 
1982. Our data show an average ILEA 
performance score of 15.8 O/C points 
per pupil for 1981 and 15.9 for 1982. 
But these figures are entirely compati- 
ble with the ILEA's own published 
figures of 15.6 for both 1983 and 1984 
and are, as we report, still about 30 per 
cent below ihc national average of 22 .5 
for all state schools. 

We are also criticized for not taking 
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account of the 1984 DES study, Bulle- 
tin 13184. This, unlike the NCES 
report, made no allowances for the 
attainment of pupils at the age of 1 J - 
possibly the most important factor in 
their achievement at 16. In addition, it 
was based on only a 10 per cent sample 
of pupils, whereas the NCES work 
used the results for all pupils, and it 
used data for nearly the same years as 
NCES (1981/83). And Bulletin 13184 
was not ignored by NCES but was 
discussed and criticized in detail in our 
Standards In English Schools - Second 
Report published in July, 1985. 

Since then, we havenad extended 
discussions with the DES statisticians 
about Bulletin 13184 and they agree 
that our regression analyses, using- 
social class data supplied by the DES, 
give results which are very similar to 
theirs. In particular, the DES and the 
NCES regression equations predict 
considerably better O level examina- 
tion results for l.e.a.s with a selective 
system of secondary modem and 
grammar schools than for l.e.a.s with 
comprehensive schools. These predic- 
tions use equations which allow for 
social class in exactly similar ways and 
are valid for conditions in which all the 
other independent variables, including 
the social class variables , are held 
constant. 

It is also interesting to note that DES 
Bulletin 13184 predicts that the propor- 
tion of ILEA pupils with five or more 
O levels would be 25 per cent higher if 
the ILEA had selective secondary 
modem and grammar schools rather 
than comprehensive schools. This also 
endorses our nntfonnJ findings that a 
selective system achieves better ex- 
amination results than a comprehen- 
sive system. 

The NCES research shows that 
examination results are much better at 
voluntary church schools than at coun- 
ty s c hools wholly maintained by the 

Again using the ILEA*s own per- 
formance scores, the church school 
results are about 20 per cent better for 
top ability pupils, about 35 per cent 
better for average pupils and nearly 50 
per cent better for below average 
pupils. 

These better results for voluntary 
church schools are confirmed by the 
ILEA’s own recent study Looking at 
School Peformance. Unfortunately, 


this study uses as a proxy for social 
class, the proportion of pupils having 
free school meals - an Indicator so 
crude that it would have been laughed 
out of court if we bad done this. Even 
Worse, this study only gives adjusted 
examination results for each school 
and not the actual results obtained by 
pupils. 

in all our work, we have stressed the 
importance of giving both the original 
unadjusted results and adjusted results

Integrating maths 

Sir - Raising the standard of mathema- 
tics teaching is indeed a problem, as 
David Lea pointed out in (> New maths 
horizon?" (TES, May 16). 

This department 6 currently run- 
ning its annual full-time five-week 
course for mathematics co-ordinators 
in primary schools. An important role 
of mathematics co-ordinators is to' 
influence classroom approaches to the 
teaching of mathematics and help col- 
leagues who lack mathematical confi- 
dence. They are familiar with a 
school's mathematics scheme and can 
use it as a starting point for discussion 
and advice. 

They also offer an on-going example 
of mathematics teaching which really 
provides the practical work suggested 
by schemes (but which is all too 
frequently ignored), which demons- 
trates how to go about practical work, 
which provides a broad interpretation 
of mathematical experiences and 
which seeks to integrate children’s 
mathematical and other daily experi- 
ences. 

Nobody expects changes overnight: 
an understanding of why teaching 
approaches should change and the 
confidence to adapt well-established 
methods can only be developed within ' 
teachers and not imposed upon them. 

If they are to help all teachers to 
understand how best to facilitate chil- 
dren’s learning of mathematics the 
co-ordinators need the support and 
encouragement of headteachers. Dis- 
cussions with visiting headteachers, 
deputy heads, advisoiy teachers and 
mathematics advisers nave invariably 
confirmed this. 

It is surprising that Mr Lea, though 
obviously interested in why improve- 
ments are so slow to permeate schools, 
seems to suggest that the only hdp for 

mathematics co-ordinators on a 
teaching staff hold a key to steady 


approaches to mathematics but head- 
teachers must support them.

His contention that the German 
aircraft industry outperformed ours in 
the lost war is not Dome out by the 
evidence. The Messerschmitt 109 was 
certainly quicker to build than the 
Spitfire, but design faults allowed the 
Spitfire to outgun it. The MesscTS- 
chmitt 1 10 failed to do the job it was 
designed for - protecting the German 
bomber fleets from British fighters. 
The Messerschmitt 210 (which your 




omits to mention) "was scrapped In 
-1942 because It consistently foiled to 
match thc necessary technical per- 
formance”. Yet in 1942 two superb 
aircraft entered squadron service in 
thc RAF- the Avro Lancaster and the 


Dc Hiv villa nd Mosquito. 

Tlio fact is (hat Germany foiled to 
maintain her early lend in afreraft

production. And, contrary to the im- 
pression given by Correlli Barnett, 
'Hie American and British Intelli-

My headmaster caught me in the 
corridor: “A word with you please. 
Mike". 1 followed him into his office 
expectantly. He was suffering from a 
heavy cold as well as the shock of a new 
term, but even this did not explain the 
pale complexion , trembling hands and 
Faltering speech. 

"I've just had our HMI in", he said. 
"We are to have a full inspection in 
March". We had only seen our HMI 
twice in the four years since I had been 
at the school, but now he was 
apparently going to lead a team of 19 
who would occupy the school for a 
whole week. 

There was much to do in preparation 
as wc were bombarded with requests 
for Information, statistics, analysis and 
policy documents from the Inspectors. 

We were told that most teachers are 
likely logo through their whole career 
without being part of a full Inspection. 


but this hardly made us feel privileged! 
The leading Inspector offered to visit 
the school and lalk to the whole staff 
about a month before the inspection 
and il was an offer we couldn’t refuse, 
despite industrial action. He advised 
us to adopt a "positive attitude" to the 
event and to make the most of this 
unique opportunity. It was at this 
moment tnat 1 devised my plan. 

I was scheduled to be looking at 
"computer analysis of questionnaires” 
at about that time and tne : 


finished with the fourth-year pupils 
designing a questionnaire of their own. 
I usually tried to find an interesting or 
topical context for this exercise, so this 
year 1 decided it should be the inspec- 
tion . We would do a survey on the way 
in which HMI spend their time when 
visiting a school. 

Apart from anything else, this idea 


appealed to me because of the current 
debate about appraisal. Amid all the 
argument one clear and valid question 


is always posed: "Who appraises the 
appraisers?". 

The big week arrived and, as luck 
would have it, the leading Inspector 
chose to sit in on my first Tesson with 
the fourth-year computer studies 
group. I introduced the topic and 
distributed copies of the 1981 census

form to stimulate discussion. 

We decided on some guidelines - 
some “aims and objectives ' - and then 
they were given the task to complete 
for homework. Whether it was the 
presence of HMI or that they were 
genuinely intrigued with the project, I 
can’t sav, but there were no defaulters. 
At the beginning of the next lesson wc 
photocopied each of their efforts and 
they split into groups to decide which 
questionnaire was best. Neil, the win- 
ning designer, allowed us all to suggest 
further improvements before the final 
version was taken to the school office 
for typing and duplication. 

The survey, which involved ques- 
tioning pupils about the HMIs’ visit, 
was carried out in the week following 
the Inspection and several further 
lessons were spent collating the re- 
sults, analysing, interpreting and dis- 
playing them. There are 1 ,000 pupils in 
the school and the sample size was 360. 
(An example of forward planning to 
make pie charts easier to drawl) 

The first question asked: “How 
many times was your class visited byan 
Inspector during the week?" The 
answers revealed an average of nearly 
five, suggesting that the top priority for 
HMI is to watch classroom perform- 
ance. During the talk a month earlier

we had been warned to expect this but 
the intensity of this aspect of the 
inspection took us a little by surprise. 
A calculation based on non-contact 
lime suggests that staff could expect 
between three and four visits during 
their 20-pcriod week. Sonic, of course, 
had considerably morel Only three 
children answered that they find not 
been visited at all. 

Tlic second question dealt with I lMl 
looking at written work. “Just once 
during the week" was easily the most 
common answer, although over 25 per 
cent of pupils had not had their work 
examined at all. About four pupils 
from each year were asked to hand in 
all their books and files anti the 
complete team of Inspectors spent one 
of their evenings making an in-dcpth 
study of this sample. 

The other major question concerned 
HMI talking to pupils. There had been 
no secrecy that this was one of their 
most valued methods, and our survey 
confirmed this. Most children reported 
that they had been spoken to, some- 
times on several different occasions. 
Our sample suggested that there had 
been over 1,000 conversations be- 
tween HMI and pupils, although no 
distinction was made between a casual 
question and an in-depth discussion.

I have just realised, with a shock, that 
this year marks my tenth anniversary 
of starting teacher training; a decade 
since I entered thus dean's office far my 
interview and declared that ray reason 
fot wanting to teach was that l wished 
“to serve . He asked if 1 had consi- 
dered shop work instead. 


Now, In my. sixth year of secondary 
school teaching, I have lost some of 
that youthful idealism and gained a 1 
measure of cynicism. Mr Chips saw the 
faces of his ex-pupils pass before him 
on his death-bed. When l finally make 
my exit through the school’s barbed- 
wire topped gates, I am sure I will see a 
string of buzz words instead: inte- 
grated studies, multicultural educa- 
tion, learning for leisure, personal 
development; like every teacher, 1 
have seen them all. 

The latest tags have little to do with 
learning: redeployment, rationaliza- 
tion ana cuts, no wonder that teachers 
are losing their faculties, in more ways 
than one. 

My favourite fashion has been active 
tutorial work. While everyone was 
talking about talk and giving children a 
chance to express themselves, active 
tutorial work was about stopping (hem 
from discussing bother with parents, 
last night’s Tv and world affairs and 
giving them worthwhile work to do 
instead. "Not another worksheet" they 


moaned, as tutors dished out the work 
that they had hastily picked up from 
the file over break-time. These sheets 
were often about study skills and the 
importance of carefully planning and 
reading through your work. 

The problems came during the end 
of the year, when we had run out of 
things to do. We had done bullying, 
giving the impression that bullies re- 
spond to wimpish role play and not a 
good punch on the nose; road safety, 
looking after your bicycle; and diffe- 
rent styles of teaching (without insult- 
ing individual teachers - a task in 
itself). 

; A bright colleague suggested pet 
.care ana printed out venous sheets 
showing what pets looked like. Sud- 
denly, all the staff became angry. The 
English department had done pets, 
having recently analysed D H Law- 
rence^ Snake. The art department had 
done pets - the room was full of 
designs based on a fish motif. Sdenoe 
had just dissected pigs 1 eyes and was 
responsible for cleaning out the school 
hamster. Departments closed ranks. 
We changed the topic and did some- 
thing less contentious instead, like 
nuclear warfare. 

The latest buzzword is life skills, 
where children who could rive you 
good advice on how to rewire your 
house are taught what plugs are. 

Life skills heralded many innova- 
tions; boys and girls were split in the 
technology awareness part of the 
course, boys doing car mechanics and 
girls making cases for cotton reels. 

My group went out Into the com- 
munity to make a film about drug 
abuse and found that the only person 
willing to talk to us was an old man who 
thought that drugs were a good idea 
and mat everything was a drug, in any 
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case. _ 

While teachers were Writing serious 
documents about the aims of life skills 
I took a group of 15-year-olds to a 
museum by public transport and was 
stunned by the, number of tough, 
spikey-halred Iddfl who were too 
to buy their owu tube tickets 
and didn’t want to go on the escalator 
on their own. 

Ten mad years on. What has 
changed? Then we were, pH trying to 
get foto education, now we. are all 
looking for an escape route. I some- 
times wonder if I should have taken the 
dean’s advice and worked in Woolies. 
On the "pick’n’mix" counter, of 
course, something that the education 
system can prepare us for!

Because there is no curriculum us such 
for the Certificate of Prc-voculionnt 
Education, the content and quality 
varies dramatically from school to 
school. Research I carried out in four 
very different authorities - East Sus- 
sex, Kent, the London borough of 
Croydon, and Kirklces, West York- 
shire - reveals just how varied courses 
enn be. 

The “jmiicft-based" integrated 
style of C l’Vl; was attempted with 
varied success. One school imulc no 
distinction on Us timetable between 
core and vocational studies, Integrat- 
ing the two completely. At the other 
extreme, another offered nine core 
periods n week and only five vocation- 
al periods. This meant thut students 
were still having to do English, maths 
and science lessons instead of recog- 
nizably vocational work. 

Many could not see the "relevance” 
of their work and in the first term a 
third of them left the course. The 
students both say and show that they 
value CPVE most when ft Is dearly 
relevant and not divided into seeming- 
ly irrelevant “subjects” 

Most CPVE students are those for 
whom traditional education has failed. 
Stories of students with six O levels or 
one studying A level art as well as 
CPVE are an exception. The rule 
seems to be young people with CSEs at 
grade 3, 4 or 5 or often without 
qualifications at all. Reasons for this 
are the opportunity that CPVE offers 
to resit exams and a tradition of seeing 
pre-vocational courses as dumping 
grounds for low-achievers or disrup- 
tive pupils. 

The content of CPVE courses is 
often very imaginative and stimulat- 
ing. One offered beer-making in its 
production module, covering areas 
such as costing, hygiene and manufac- 
turing processes. Another had Its dis- 
tribution students in charge of the 
school tuckshop, working on advertis- 
ing, accounts and stock-buying. One 
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motivated students who covered many 
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.relevant ways. 7

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_w claims are heard more often about 
British education than that It systematically 
disadvantages girls and women - People 
paid high salaries for running school sys- 
tems shout the bad news from the rooftops, 
although they never offer to resign because of 
past injustices allegedly perpetrated under their 
oontrol. The cry of unfair discrimination is most 
often bruited from the serried ranks of women’s 
advisers, equal opportunity officers end various 
other she* who must be obeyed. How true are 
their accusations? 

Even the more ardent feminists do not claim 
that there is overt discrimination against girls in 
schools. Boys and girls are subject to the same 
attendance laws and the amount of money spent 
on schooling is little affected, if at all, by gender. 
On the whole, being more docile, sociable, neater 
and better co-ordinated, girls on average have 
higher levels of achievement in primary schools. 
Most primary teachers are women, so that 
suitable “role models", to use the current trendy 
phrase, are more abundant for girls than for boys. 

School curricula have not been highly diffe- 
rentiated by gender in the post, but until very 
recently feminists latched on to every form of 
differentiation as evidence of unfair discrimina- 
tion. The biggest feminist hate until as recently as 
1980 was single-sex schools, because, as 
Madeleine Arnot put it, “the dominant form of 
reproduction of bourgeois gender relations has 
been that of single-sex schools" and "the use of 
single-sex schooling has been the major form of 
reproduction of gender relations - relations that 
constituted the bourgeois ideal of the family form 
of male hierarchy and female dependency and 
subordination.” Bourgeois ideals are, of course, 
well known by feminists, nearly all of whom arc 
highly bourgeois themselves. 

Pot nearly 20 years now, locnl education 
authorities have been following feminist advic - ,o 
abolish single-sex schools and to moke :he 
.curriculum of boys and girls Identical in < xcd 
schools. In high schools, there was nn assa r on 
separate provision of woodwork, metalwork, 
cookery and needlework; in the infant school, 
boys were encouraged to play more in the Wendy 
House and girls to engage in more boisterous 
pursuits. 

Child-centred feminist teachers found their 
underwear In a constant twist because they 
believed with one part of their minds in letting 
children follow their own interests, but with the 
other part they fell it necessary to prevent 
children, victims of false consciousness alas in our 
chgusting bourgeois society, from choosing “tra- 
oirionally Bex-related” Interests. 
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On the playing fields of Australia, as in Britain, 
cry ft still for identity of treatment. The 
omraorwealth Schools Commission’s Commis- 
wr for Girls and an army of female jocks continue 
o demand uniformity in sport. In South Ausira- 
Equal Opportunities Commissar Josephine 
tody has succeeded in producing an outstanding 
minist blueprint for equality; schoolgirls must 
permitted to "participate" in traditionally 
“Oys-only sports, but boys will be banned from 
eulng up traditionally gjris-only sports.

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attention and are perceived by teachers to be 
more rewarding and responsible pupils.” Whyte 
fears too that “the possibilities for equalizing 
male and female participation are very limited.” 
Another leading English science educator, Jan 
Harding, told South Australian feminist teachers 
last month that giving more time and attention in 
mixed classes to girls is no good either, because 
*what often happens is that teachers instinctively 
go and help girls in science and technology classes 
and in doing so often confirm their helplessness.” 
Feminists often try to have it both ways. Until 
the late 1970s a larger proportion of boys than of 
girls stayed on at school in Australia after the age 
of 15: feminists cited that as evidence of “unequal 
participation of girls in education.” In recent 
years, a larger proportion of Australian girls than 
boys have stayed on at school after 15: feminists 
hold this proves “the unequal participation of 
girls in the work force.” 

Similarly, feminists allege unfair discrimination 
because girls, if given the choice, opt for 
mathematics and physical sciences less frequently 
than do boys, but, despite lip service to bilingual- 
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ism, no feminist claims that the smaller propor- 
tion of boys than of girls choosing to study a 
foreign language to an advanced level shows 
unfair discrimination against boys. Heads the 
feminists win, tails they sure don’t lose. 

It is very strange that feminists, despite fre- 
quent rhetoric about the uniqueness or even the 
superiority of women’s insights, Invariably regard 
patterns of choice made freely by women as worse 
than those made by men. Traditional areas of 
women's work are automatically denigrated by 
feminists, yet, as with medicine in the Soviet 
Union, they claim that non-traditional areas in 
which women come to predominate are only 
conceded because they are trivial and unimpor- 
tant. It is reminiscent of Groucho Marx's disdain 
for any club that would entertain his membership. 
The American anti-feminist, Midge Decter, calls 
it the “shit-work” thesis: whatever women do in 
larger numbers than men is defined by feminists 
as low in worth. 

Feminists tell girls that they must lift their 
self-esteem. Yet they constantly undermine girls’ 
self-esteem by assuring them that what they think 
they want to do is not only not what they ought to 


do and is not really worth doing at all, but that 
they only want it because their thinking has been 
manipulated by "the system" by "society", by 
“patriarchy”, or even, say the Marxist feminists, 
by the “ideological state machine”. Women are 
forever being told by their so-called advocates 
that they really are more impressionable, malle- 
able and stupid than the males and that their 
desires and ambitions are of no value. 

For local education authorities tbe immediate 
problem is that, after reducing and well nigh 
abolishing single-sex education throughout Eng- 
land and Wales in response to feminist demands, 
they must now go back and separate the boys 
from the girls again, at the behest of new feminist 
demands. For feminists, the problem Is that 
'‘bourgeois ideals" are generated both by single- 
sex and by coeducational schools. The 19S6 
Partington Award will be presented to the 
feminist theoretician who finds a third way, so 
that we can both avoid having the gjrls together 
with the boys, or separate from them.

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Civilizing in the wilds 

This week Gordonstoun will be marking the centenary of its charismatic founder, 

Kurt Hahn. Robin Hodgkin reassesses the career of the father of the Outward Bound 
movement and Sarah Parley provides a chronological guide to his long and eventful life. 


M y most vivid picture of Kurt Hahn Is in 
the castle of Hermansberg on Lake 
Constance, near Salem, in about 1961. f 
never understood why I had been in- 
vited. Looking back, I guess that Hahn was 
collecting opinions from ail sorts of people 
relating to his new venture - Atlantic College - 
which was then looming over the horizon. I 
remember the vaulted room, the view towards the 
lake, the special muesli and a rich, silent, banker 
relative. 

We talked about Hahn’s early contacts with 
Abbotsholme School, about its founding fatber 
Cecil Reddie, Herman Lietz and his rural schools 
and about the nearby Outward Bound school 
(which 1 had found rather too strenuous) and a lot 
about the problems of risk in education. Hahn 
vividly remembered his own introduction to the 
ideas of the New School Movement when he and 
three older Abbotsholme boys tramped through 
the Harz Mountains in 1902. 

Like many others, I fell a little under Hahn's 
spell. He would look at one with his head on one 
side, as though one was both a specimen and a 
person of value. He was always ready to listen to 
opinions and then express his, sometimes with a 
twinkle and sometimes in slightly ponderous 
cliches. I kept wondering: was there, behind the 
friendliness and the charisma, a coherent philso- 
phy. deeper than ‘‘character training"? What 
Hahn had learnt about Reddie, during those long 
talks on the Harz Mountains, and the lessons of 
his own prolonged education sounded fine, but it 
was not exactly breath-taking to learn that 
education was about the whole person, about 
living responsibly nnd reverently in an adventur- 
ous community. 

The experience of Germany after the Fine 
World War added some depth to this - the 
recovery of new values after defeat, values of 
patriotism and internationalism. I had been In a 
Quaker school in the 1930s and such ideas were 
very much in the air then. 

Campbell Stewart in his The Educational 
Innovators sums up the situation well, showing 
that it Is what Hnhn brought together and then 
made work that is remarkable; certainly more so 
than his alleged reasons for doing so. 

He ha practitioner and promoter whose theories 
are more felt and practised than explicated. One of 
the most developed of his presentations is an essay 
he wrote In 1957 hi which he reflects upon the 
results of Salem and Gordonstoun as a prelude to 
the Outward Bound developments. He considers 
that Salem has established beyond doubt two 
principles which were as much matters of health as. 
of education. The first was that purposeful athletic 
training helps to build vital health and this 
(enables) boys and girls to defeat their own 
defeatism. The second principle “deserves the 
name of a disco very: that the so-called deformity of 
puberty should not be regarded as a decree of 
fate". 

There is something in all this, but doesn ’t music 
or art, if really well taught and sustained, have an 
even better effect? If not, why not? Despite its 
excessive claims, the passage docs indicate two 
main threads of Hahn's approach. These help to 
tie much of the rest of his innovating together: 



The central problem he seemed to face was: "Do we trust and 
cherish awkward young humans and lot thorn systematically 
stretch themselves? Or do we alienate them? 


one is the belief in committed and adventurous 
learning in situations that feel real; the other is a 
recognition of the richness of youthful talents and 
energies and the crude beginnings of a serious 
attempt to understand these - sex, aggressive- 
ness, creativity and the rest. The difficulty was 
increased because Hahn was also bent on denying 
the validity of most of the fashionable ways of 
understanding and coping with these - Freud, 
freedom and the happiness of the grentest 
number. 

To understand Kurt Hahn's contribution to 
education it is necessary to bear in mind that his 
message was gonerated only partly by his some- 
times trite pronouncements or by his readily 
quoted maxims, Partly too by his charismatic 
presence in respectful (mainly) staff rooms and in 
attentive board rooms. What really carried the 
message, was the institutions that he created. 
Sometimes the multiplication rate was phe- 
nomenal. There must have been many hundreds 
of Outward Bound type schools in the world by 
the 1970a- The ideas were undoubtedly catching. 
But bow did the innovator himself work? 

Hahn was a successfully sublimated bachelor. 
It is a commonplace that some great teachers have 
a bidden and controlled thread of homosexuality; 
in their make-up. Hahn does not quite fit this 
template. He certainly directed most of his 
energies into work with young men. But friends 
who knew him well saw little of Bros in his 
approach to pupils or to anybody. He had, it is 
true, grown up with a strong maternal attach- 
ment, but there is not much wrong with that. His 
life had also been enriched by a succession of 
strong, unerotic same-sex friendships. This can be 


a powerful factor in developing normal, nurture I 
sexuality, whether the person remains single or 
not. The challenging scenery which Hahn envis- 
aged for education was certainly made up of 
steep, but not impossibly steep, moral slopes. 
And this kind of ruggedness required tiiui the 
young And helpers who are staunch, compassion- 
ate and trustworthy. Hahn was. 

He certainly was also a bit mysterious. This 
reflects not only the many deep and thoughtful 
friendships he had enjoyed but also a long and a 
rather broken education (two spelts at Oxford) 
and all the ups and downs of ill health and of the 
war. It was, I think, this rather extended, 
interesting and mainly happy youthfulness, run- 
ning at times through periods of great uncertain- 
ty, which gave him a strong internal modal of 
what it was to become a man. 

This model, in my view, is better described as 
referring to “young manhood", a wider concept 
than "adolescence".

He had no tune fa 
psychoanalysis, nor for the value-free claims d 
positivist philosophy; even less for Marx-th|d 
social engineering and the totalitarian. So k 
fished around among some of those writers ul 
thinkers who still seemed relevant, even f|®$ 
the tide was running against them too. Wia 
James’ voice was still audible and gave Hi 
much more than his search “for the nod 
equivalent of war".

Even now we do not have an 
adequate psychological understanding of young 
adults. Erikson and Kohlbcrg have given us 
useful maps of the ground, but not much guiduncc 
about what to do there. 

Hahn was in one way very quick off the mark.

critical reverence for all our older young? So, can 
we find projects to do with them - not technolo- 
gical vallum in a darkened room -but worthwhile 
cultural creations, explorations and rites in which 
old and young can respond with their faculties 
fully stretched in a joint process of doing and 
becoming? 

Looking back on all those pioneering efforts 
one can, I think, discern seven or eight strands 
which give them coherence. 


powerfill friends: William Temple, the 

Archbishop of York, Lord Tweedsmuir (other- 
wise known as John Buchan, the novelist) and the 
historian G M Trevelyan. The Gordon-Cum- 
mings arranged to lease part of their Gordon- 
stoun estate to Hahn at a very low rent, so that he 
could open a new school, based on the Salem 
model. 

1939: After five years, there were 135 boys at 
Gordonstoun. The guardian, or head boy, in 1939 
was Prince Philip of Greece. 

194(M5: Gordonstoun school was evacuated to 
Ll8ndinara in North Wales until the end of the 
war. The County Badge Scheme, introduced 
before the war to encourage qualities of compas- 
sion, craftsmanship and enterprise and physical 
fitness, provided young people with an award to 
celebrate their achievement. 

1941: The Outward Bound Sea School was started 
at Aberdovey. It fostered, through rigorous 
four-week courses, self-reliance, fellowship and 
service. Seamanship and climbing were taught 
and linked to the spirit of community service 
through genuine rescue operations. 

1944: Salem school, which had been in the charge 
of Prince Max’s son , the Margrave of Baden , was 
taken over by the Nazis. 

1945: Hahn, who had earlier become a British 
dtizen, was baptized into the Anglican Church. 
When ihe war ended, he begad to help with the 
revival of Salem. 

1946: Interest in the Outward Bound Scheme bad 
spread rapidly, with active support from manu- 
facturers and employers keen on the Idea of 
apprentices experiencing "challenge in controlled 
circumstances”. The Outward Bound Trust was 
formed. 


Sublimation. Here, Hahn might have agreed, 
Freud was right. We don't hnvc to go back to 
being ashamed of sex to see that it Is a deep 
problem for the young. Yet it need not dominate 
our lives or theirs: our fnntasics and friendships 
or theirs. The physical expression of love should 
not be hurried. If, for a time, a love of sea or 
mountains or music is even stronger in the young, 
well and good. The other will be no worse for 
waiting. 


1953: Hahn retired as headmaster of Gordon- 
stoun. 

1956: The Duke of Edinburgh's Award Scheme 
was started. Hahn encouraged Prince Philip to 
lend his patronage to this programme of struc- 
tured leisure for 14 to 25-year-olds which evolved 
from Gordonstoun's County Badge Scheme.

1962: Atlantic College opened, giving expression 
to Hahn's beliefs in lntemationaHsip.

Training and dress. A sensible style of dress and 
maimers, of daily hygiene and of physical exer- 
cise. Hohn wanted it to be fairly spartan and 
speaking of action rather than of vanity; also an 
intelligent and unaggressivc pride in one’s own 
rising standards. These, Hahn would say, should 
be the basis of physical education. 

Adventurous competence. To leam alongside 
someone older and more experienced, to learn in 
a situation where there will be some risk of failure 
nnd some possibility of achieving what yesterday 
seemed too difficult. This Is the ancient mode of 
learning which cun still be made to work. 
Openness. Tilt: young need an ordered program- 
me with intelligible aims but this must have plenty 
of space in it; not just space for experiment nnd 
choice but the wide geographical and temporal 
space which makes silence and solitude same 
tiling to be welcomed and used. 

Frontier experience. Every young adult should 
sometimes be able to push his or her grande 

f ission to the limit. A concomitant of this, which 
do not think Hahn commented on, Is that this 
sort of experience often cuts across boundaries, ft 
leads to the realization that lively learning Is 
about problems, not answers, ft Is also highly 
relevant to good university performance. 
Responsibility. The experience of responsibility 
must be spread Imaginatively and chRllengingly 
over as many members of a community as 
possible; and this must allow for many people to 
grow into tasks and habits and service that they 
never envisaged. Further, It is in such a diffuse 
network of responsible service tbat both stan- 
dards and flexible rule systems are generated. 
Universality. Though we may have to work long 
and hard to make it possible, such "ennobling” 
education should become available for every- 
body; not just for the few. This is-what Kurt Hahn 
Intended. He tried to demonstrate it through thd 
County Badge Scheme and, at least in token 
form, through tho Outward Bound schools, iri the 
Trevelyan Scholarships and in the Atlantic Col- 
lege. 

.. There is one ingredient missing here: Hahn 
appreciated school drama but 1 don’t think he 
ever recognized its potential for the kind of 
education in depth which he encouraged. Cer- 
tainly, 1 learnt more about it by listening to T F 
Coade of Bryanston or watching a Heethcote 
video of spontaneous drama than In studying 
Hahn. 

Two highly personal ingredients tied all this 
together. One was Hahn's own, consciously 
delayed, movement towards the foil acceptance 
of Christianity. The other was much more 
dramatic. When one gets the feeling that perhaps 
Hahn consorted a bit too much with the highest in 
the land, that the whole crusade was 6Utlst and 
"inauthentic" , it is worth remembering that most 
people who actually worked with him thought 
otherwise and saw him as a person of great truth. . 
Arid the turning point, where that shone out and 
was tempered, happened when Hahn- very much 
alone - turned on Hitler and told his own friends 
to do likewise.

For someone who to this day still gets periodically 
brushed off as a gate-crashing intellectual, it 
comes as a shock to realize that Jonathan Miller 
has now been working in the theatre for a quarter 
of a century. 

Over the years, like other directors. Miller has 
given many interviews. Apart from his sheer 
entertainment value and gift for thinking on his 
feet, what distinguishes these random pronounce- 
ments from those of his colleagues is their mutual 
consistency. Instead of the usual off-the-cuff 
comments on one damn show after another, 
Miller’s statement on any particular event invari- 
ably reflects something larger and the sense of a 
coherently developing doctrine. This may have 
no bearing on his status as a practitioner; but, of 
all living English directors, it qualifies him to 
redefine the mandate of this inexhaustibly debat- 
able profession. 

This is the central topic of Subsequent Perform- 
ances, which I would like to claim as the best 
theatre book 1 have read for years, were It not for 
the fact that It reaches so far beyond the theatre. 
The one thing it does not disclose is what attracted 
Miller to the theatre in the first place. But perhaps 
the answer is self-evident. Miller's intelligence is 
of the kind that thrives on making connections 
between normally insulated specialist fields; and 
what profession rivals the theatre as a meeting 
point between specializations, and where the 
philosopher and the clown are equally at home? 
The paradox, of course, is that the theatre is 
congenitally prone to sealing itself up inside its

Frank, Carol, and Sarah spent two and a half 
yean talking to Stephanie, Max, Reg, Carol 
Anne and about fifty other young adults in the 
North East of England, then wrote a book about 
it. Frank, Carol and Sarah, of course, are 
researchers, and this is bow they make their 
living. The young adults, or lasses and lads (as 
they are sometimes referred to) don't, on the 
whole, make a living as you or I would understand 
it. Their choices in fife are reducible to “shit jobs, 
gowy schemes, or the dole". 

A shit job (the term Is universally used by the 
young adults and adopted by the researchers) Is a 
real job in the sense that it is unsubsidized paid 
employment but it is underpaid, insecure, and 
unpleasant. “Gowy schemes” (YTS, YOPandso 
on) vary considerably, but what they have in 
common is that they offer, or purport to offer, 
training for jobs that never materialize. Which 
brings us, or rather them, to the dole: a tong 
education in “doing nowt”. 

This is not a cheerful book, and between the 
lines one sensesthe unease of the authors, making 
their living by making friends with fellow human 
beings living lives that nobody should have to live. 
They stress the stoicism, the decency, the intelli- 
gence and the capacity for cheerfulness in 
adversity that they found. These young people 
don't riot, they don't resort to drugs, they don't, 
on the whole, commit criminal offences. They 
drink a great deal when they can afford it, which is 
not often, but their drinking harms no one but 
themselves. (It doesn't seem to harm them much.) 
They spend a lot of time dodging round or 
popping in to each other's houses, and their 
aspirations revolve around getting work, setting

own little world. Hence one reason for Miller's 
disenchanted retreats into the wider world of 
medicine. 

The one disfiguring element in the book is the 
recurring paranoid strain that colours its refer- 
ences to critics (n dark anonymous mob) and the 
institutionalized stage. The reason for this is 
clear. English reviewers (including me) arc apt to 
be text-bound creatures, and it is maddening and 
incomprehensible to Miller when we foil to detect 
the presence of Chirico in his -Julius Caesar or 
view his Orfeo in the light of Poussin. Equally, the 
growth of the subsidized giants has promoted an 
earnest civic-minded stage which is death to the 
kind of raffish, convivial theatre where Miller 
feels creatively at home. U is only when he takes a 
needless position wilh his back to (lie wall and 
starts fending off u horde of nameless assassins 
that you wonder whatpU the fuss is about. >. 

Otherwise, the book Is die work of a great 
teacher (characteristically it dwells at length on 
Shakespeare’s “tuitionnl heroines”) and a stimu- 
lus to the reader to open his own eyes and think. 
Part autobiography, part catalogue raisonie, pnrt 
discussion of general principle, it opens with an 
essay on the "afterlife” of classics - n theory 
crucial to all Miller’s work. Drawing on analogies 
from art history and evolution, this at once 
demolishes the notion of any “definitive” per- 
formance, while also distinguishing the limits of 


interpretative freedom. The bounds are defined 
by what Miller calls “topographical decorum": an 
understanding of the deep structures inhering 
under any transient historical surface, which may 
be preserved by alterations of time and place, but* 
not to the extent of “frog-marching” a work into 
the narrow world of “contemporary relevance” 
where interpretation will simply shrivel into 
perverse quotation. 

The following chapters render an account of 
the part Miller has played in the afterlives of 
Shakespeare, Chekhov, Monteverdi, and 
Mozart; not so much by describing the finished 
productions as by analysing the network of 
correspondences that went into creating them. 
Like all good directors, he regards classic texts ns 
sybillinc fortresses which will only yield up ihuir 
secret to the cunning explorer. Stage tradition - 
the received ideas of a white-bearded Lear, or an 
cxotically sinister Queen of Night (“Aztec Night 
at the Copocabana”) - lend nowhere. The great 
parts are tcnantless premises until somebody 
discovers a plausible pretext for inliuhiting them. 
To assist in this discovery. Miller has assembled a 
“toolbox" of cracksman's Instruments, including 
psychology, art and legal history, myths, evolu- 
tionary theory, and - one of the most useful - 
palaeontology: the process of reconstructing "the 
entire body of a fossilized animal by a careful and 
intelligent series of deductions made from very

up home, settling down and raising families. They 
are profoundly uninterested in politics either as a 
means of explaining their situation or a means of 
changing it. Frank, Carol and Sarah seem to think 
we should be surprised to bear all this: perhaps in 
a sense we should. 

The book claims to offer a “vivid portrait” of its 
subjects. I’m afraid I don't find it all that vivid, 
largely because of a series of policy decisions 
made by the authors. First, they are reluctant to 
let their subjects speak for themselves at any 
length: "Alter the trip, Stephanie happily showed 
photographs of days visiting the Lakes and 
announced: 'I gat drunk.' She bad been out with 
her aunt and uncle one evening, playing darts in a 
pub, and had managed five lagers and black and 
five whisky and oranges!” It Is hardly riveting 
stuff. Maybe Stephanie told It better. 

Another crucial decision was "to omit a large 
amount of the richest data” in the interests of 
anonymity, though “many of the young women 
and men said they did not mind whether they 
were identifiable or not, and some even wanted 
their photographs to be indnded”. They did not 
get their wish granted, in this as in most other 
aspects of their lives. “Stephanie” and “Max” are 
not real names. "Frank” and "Carol" are. 

And a final decision, to standardize regional 
dialect, tipped the scales still further away from 


vividness and towards blandness. The authors do 
keep their promise, however, to eschew the 
jargon of the social sciences, and for this one is 
grateful. The quotations above give a fair indica- 
tion of the style they do adopt. 

If the lasses and lads don’t exactly leap off the 
page with the bite and snap of life, do we gel any 
clearer picture of Frank, Carol and Sarah? Well, 
not reaUy, though there arc occasional poignant 
glimpses, such as the occasion when no one could 
afford to go down to the pub with Frank, or 
Sarah's outrage when she was suspected by the 
police of following the Securicor van with intent 
to effect a payroll snatch. 

In the last section of the book the authors turn 
to general considerations and conclusions, and 
here their words carry a sombre conviction. They 
argue convincingly that the "unofficial unwritten

M y first awareness of the 
rather closeted world of the 
theatre critic came during a 
conversation with a col- 
league who happened to be a leading 
national newspaper reviewer at the 
time. “Harold s resigned" I said, in 
retrospect perhaps a trifle eliptically. 
"Oh really* he muttered, “I knew he 
was leaving the Sunday Times." He 
meant Sir Harold Hobson. I meant Sir 
Harold Wilson - or rather Mr Wilson, 
the then Prime Minister. 

Plays In Review: 1956-1980 (Bats- 
ford £7.95), edited by the late Gareth 
Lloyd Evans and his wife Barbara, and 
subtitled “British Drama and the Cri- 
tics" gives us little intelligence of this 
problem. For this couple reviewers 
and critics should be people with 
linguistic skills, knowledge and experi- 
ence of the theatre and passionate 
enthusiasm. So far, so good. Most 
opprobrium is reserved for the journa- 
listic gadfly who trots from gossip to 
sports to arts pages - “their editor has, 
willy-nilly, shunted their pens into that 
particular siding until another line is 
open again".

There's very little about the changes 
in journalistic practice, the rise of 
listings magazines and the fringe, tele- 
vision, popular culture, the changing 
political moods, which affect the views 
1 of regular reviewers over a long period 
of time. There arc intriguing com- 
ments about the swing from religious 
and moral to political stances among 
critics of the younger school but then

Why are influential 
tabloid critics like the Mali's Jack 
Tinker ignored? 

There seems to be a certain incon- 
sistency as well in rightly attacking 
Michael Billington’s 1983 comment 
that some writers in that year had 
shown a laudable concern with form - 
“tantamount to lauding a traindriver 
for noticing railway lines” (a remark- 
able number of tramspotter references 
in this book), while proceding to talk 
about the same critic’s regard for 
“functional theatre”. What on earth Is 
functional theatre? Is it not the theatre 
of Sophocles and Shakespeare as well 
as that of Brcnton and Hare? 

At one point in the introduction the 
editors review a review by Hilary 
Spurting of a collection of reviews by 
the aforesaid Mr Fenton. An example 
of digging the pit deeper, indeed! It's a 
useful and chastening collection but 
surely there Is a much meatier volume 
to be compiled. 

Although no one can ever be sure 
that a great talent has not perished at 
the hands of the critical fraternity, no 
amount of early hostility could destroy 
the Ukes of Osborne, Pinter, Arden 
and even Peter Barnes. All had their 
champions and none had to endure the 
verbal ordure dumped on Ibsen by the 
likes of Clement Scott who railed 
Ghosts, among other things, a "loath- 
some sore unbandaged . But then 
Ibsen bad in William Archer the finest 
champion of them all. Scott's review is 
quoted in Phyllis Hartnoll's modestly 
titled The Theatre; A Concise History, 
a volume In Thames and Hudson’s 
splendid World of Art series (£4.50), 
though one with a brief far wider than 
the usual meticulous studies of 
Hogarth.

There is however better to 
come, in a splendid essay “Represent- 
ing Ophelia: women, madness, and the 
responsibilities of feminist criticism”, 
by Elaine Showalter, a history of 
Interpretations of the character by 
actresses from 1660 to Melissa Mur- 
ray’s 1979 agitprop play, Ophelia, 
written for the Women’s Theatre 
Group. Mb Showalter argues that any 
response to the character has been 
dependent on our attitudes to women 
and madness, and traces more recent 
psychological theories of the (fharacter . 
from Freud to Laing (whose ostensible 
sympathies for her -equate her with 
nothing” more completely than any 
since the Augustans) and have been 
translated into performances which 
only make Opbetia a graphic study of 
“mental pathology”. She concludes 
that the “decorous and pious Ophelia" 
of the Augustan age, the schizoid 
victim of Laing or. the rebellious 
heroine of modern-day feminist 
theatre all are no more than fashion- 
able reflections of prevailing attitudes 
and miss the essentially complex “Cub- 
ist Ophelia” of the text.

There are many hundreds of teachers 
who have enjoyed John Cave’s enthu- 
siasm for CDT through his demonstra- 
tions at courses and the practical 
sessions that followed - my own model 
of a hydraulically operated fork-lift 
track comes out at regular intervals in 
the workshop. All of us will find more 
help and encouragement in the pages 
of Technology in Schools. 

It is not full of projects or ideas for 
projects, but rather as the sub-title 
correctly says, “A handbook of prac- 
tical approaches and ideas”. There is a 
strong emphasis on cost-effectivcness, 
that methods and techniques em- 
ployed in any project should oe low in 
cost, both ot time and money. 

The author appreciates the many 
constraints put on teachers by capita- 
tion allocations and the small amount 
of time that is available for preparation 
of equipment, so he points ways to 
overcome these limitations. To give 
but one example, “. . . the main 
structural material is the 3mm thick 
chipboard originally developed for use 
in furniture ... ft is an excellent 
material to cut, pin and gluo and is far 
easier for children to work with than 
hardboard - as well as being cheaper." 

Throughout, the book is full of ideas 
for gelling technology into CDT and 
each chapter ends with comprehensive 
notes on resources. I especially 
appreciated the emphasis on safety, 
there are frequent heavy type sections 
of the text drawing the reader’s atten- 
tion to the inherent dangers of a 
particular operation or technique.

The book is enhanced by a compre- 
hensive index and copious illustra- 
tions. The quality of the photographs is 
poor, however, with some being too 
dark to see detail. 

This is an important book, the 
contents of which have been tried and 
tested; it is a “must” for teachers of 
CDT facing the challenge of the new 
exams, and should be m every CDT 
resource centre. 

If the previous book is intended for 
teachers, then CDT Projects and 
Approaches is primarily for the stu- 
dent. It sets out to be a guide to the 
design process. The first section takes 
a detailed look at three dissimilar 
projects, the new GPO post box. the 
Ford Sierra and an aid for the physical- 
ly handicapped. The text is very clear, 
with a range of stimulating questions to 
be answered arising from these pro- 
jects. 

Section two looks at three different 
projects and examines student solu- 
tions, and again there is an abundance 
of questions to encourage students to 
develop their own ideas. Discerning 
readers may recall seeing some oi 
these pages reproduced m the OU 
publication GCSE, a Guide for 
Teachers - CDT. It is followed by a 
chapter which sets out good guidelines 
for tackling any project and where the 
teaching points made are illustrated by 
pupil examples. 

Even though the designing process 
may be assimilated, certain skills are 
essential to realize the design and 
chapter four gives guidance on re- 
search, graphic communication, mark- 
ing and evaluation. Each section is 
supplied with a good variety of ques- 
tions. 

Finally, examples of examination 
questions arc given though the prob- 
lems are open-ended to leave the 
student plenty to do. Throughout the 
book good photographic andlinc illus- 
trations complement a clear and con- 
cise text. 

Graphics and Design is intended to 
stimulate interest and enjoyment 


it covers most of the techniques 
needed. A variety of problems are set 
to serve as a starting point though a 
number of these would seem to be 
deceptive in their complexity.

Neither of these books, additions to 
established series of high repute, 
seems quite up to the usual standards 


of presentation. There is nothing amiss 
with the contents; they are predict- 
able, being exactly along the lines of 
the relevant units of the Business and 
Technician Education Council, but 
they are nevertheless a disappoint- 
ment. 

Technicians have, of course, been 
amply catered for since the TEC was ; 
founded. There were some strictures ' 
earlier that books nominally prepared : 
to match tbe TEC units in tact were 
largely re-hashes of works that had 
been previously available with titles 
allied to the superseded National Cer- 
tificate or City and Guilds courses. 

Gradually that picture changed. We 
now hove BTEC (with Business and 
Technician Councils merged) and, 
completely coincidentally, almost all 
the later books have been prepared 
specifically for their new purpose. 
Certainly this is true of the pair now 
under review. They cover tne whole 
range of topics in the Mathematics 
level 3 and the Physical Science 1 units, 
and they do so extremely well , both as 
regards text and illustrative examples. 

The algebra and calculus book car- 
ries a particularly full treatment of all 
the essential parts of these subjects.

Indeed, the author* suggest, with 
reason, that their work can be re- 


J iarded os a basic textbook “suitable 
or a much wider range of courses, 
such as for GCE A level Mathematics 


or for Australian TAFE courses". 

Similarly, the science book deals 
competently with everything in the 
BTEC revised unit UdO/682, a core 
constituent of a great variety of 
courses. “The aim of the book is to 
help the student to understand the 
fundamental physical -science concepts 
which form a common base for further 
study of both science and technology, 
Laboratory work is an essential part.” 
Just so. 


Why then the uneasy feeling that, 
without revision and polishing, these 
books may not be assured of a place in 
the top echelons alongside the best of 
their predecessors or competitors? It is 
a matter of detail, probably in the 
editing, in the first book diagrams too 
often fail to appear on tne same 
opening pair of pages that contain the 
related text; solutions of problems too 
often run over the page - some in an 
especially clumsy fashion with 90 or 95 
per cent of the working on one page 
and the concluding one or two lines 
overleaf. 

There arc also excessive variations 
in type size and emphasis. The differ- 
ence is most marked between the 
algebra and calculus sections. These 
two parts, corresponding to the half- 
units of Mathematics level 3, arc 
available in separate publications. The 
combined result, ana the appearance 
of some of the layout, could offend a 
purist. 

In the Edward Arnold book the 
illustrations are not all inspiring or 
informative, despite a commendable 
effort to convey an air of realism. A 
question on hydraulics is associated 
with a picture of Concorde being 
supported by a jack, but this adds 
nothing to the solution. 

Another picture, of free-falling pa- 
rachutists, docs not really help to 
explain gravity. Moreover, the caption 
is strangely and ungrammatically 
worded: 1 *Tne positions of their arms 
and legs control the parachutist's rate 
of descent - if they are lucked in. they 
will fall more quickly”. The page 
canying this also has, as a misprint, 
“gravitational force". Verification that 
tne correct spelling appeared in the 
index revealed another oddity. Gravi- 
tational force is given the page refer- 
ences 27, 65-6; but force, gravitation- 
al, is set against 65, 78. 

These carelessnesses do detract 
from the whole. But it is only fair to 
emphasize that the text of both 
volumes is praiseworthy.

said Noel Coward on seeing The 
Seagull in 1938, and he has not been 
alone this century in failing to revere 
Chekhov as we now do. In his book on 
Chekhov in the Macmillan Modern 
Dramatists series (£15.00 and £4.95) 
Laurence Senelick is very good on the 
international reception of the plays. 
He identifies beautifully the English 
stereotype of Chekhov which is now 
being so actively revised: the self-pity 
and the slowness, the “languorous 
maundering of trivial people”, the 
sentimentalism around the samovar. 

Senelick’s book is highly readable, 
and Chekhov's dramatic writing is of 
the right quantity to be just adequately 
covered i n an introductoiy study of this 
length. Senelick is good on the per- 
formance of the plays, and he is 
sometimes refreshingly different from 
other commentators - as when he 
refuses to feel sympathy for the three 
.sisters, pointing out that they are often 
superior and snobbish. His knowledge 
of Russian is also put to good use; He 
points out, for example, that the 
problematic phrase Fin uses in The 
Cherry Orchard - which has been 
translated variously as "sillybilly” 
(Frayn), “nincompoop” (Magarshak), 


Stanislavsky have just been issued by 
Faber: his own On the Artofthe Stage, 
in which he expounds his influential 
acting “system , and David Magar- 
sliak's Stanislavsky: a lift (both Faber 
paperbacks at £5.95). The biography 
was first published in 1950 and is 
offered here with an introduction by 
The Times critic living Wardle, •" 
which he says that MagarshHk "re- 
moves Stanislavsky from his pedestal 
without cutting him down to size”.

But in fact, as Dale Spender 
and Carole Hayman's collection of 
plays make plain, the early part or this 
centuiy was a period of intense activ- 
ity, with drama effectively used as a 
campaigning tool in the women’s suf- 
frage movement.

The script confirms the 
impression that Ron Daniels mis- 
directed the play at the Pit by casting 
Daniel Massey, an actor at ease in 
aristocratic parts, as the Jewish grand- 
father who assumes aristocratic airs,, 
but not without straining credulity.

presented very much as living dramn - 
not as documentary testimony to □ 
political issue long settled. Indeed the 
assumption is that the plays not only 
deserve to be performed again but are 
in fact still highly relevant to women 
today. Dale Spender argues that “the 
explanation for their neglect lies not 
within the plays themselves but in the 
fact that more than sixtyyears later the 
aim of sex equality still has not been 
achieved”. 

Barrie Keefe’s play, Better Times, 
though a modern play, has a similar 
resonance - political history brought 
vividly to life. And his play is similarly 
topical, concerning as it docs the 
Poplar Rate Revolt in 1921, when 30 
members of the Labour-controlled 
council went to prison rather than levy 
the London County Council rate in 
their impoverished borough. It was 
performed last year at the Theatre 
Royal, Stratford East. 


Other titles republished in the 
Methuen list include Pinter’s The 
Homecoming, Orton’s Entertaining 
Mr Sloane (with an introduction by 
John Lahr), and David Edgar's Des- 
tiny (all at £3.95).

How Poetry Works: the Elements of 
English Poetry. By Philip Davies 
Roberts

"Read it with your ears, as if thepaper 
were declaiming it at you,” Gerard 
Manley Hopkins wrote about one of 
his poems to an iinpcrcipient Robert 
Bridges. "Stress is the life of it.” It’s 
not an exhortation that Philip Roberts 
quotes, but it summarizes perfectly the 
argument of his book. His case is that a 
poem is chiefly a performance. Just as 
the adult poet should keep faith with 
childhood delight in playing with 
sounds and rhythms, so the sophisti- 
cated 20th-century writer should re- 
member that the silent private reader 
is a comparatively recent usurper in 
the realm of the reciting bara. The 
essence of poetry is to be unparaphras- 
abie; it is language drawing attention 
to itself as language. In linguistic terras 
it's performative rather than referen- 
tial, and Ignorance of this is the main 
source of confusion over its meaning. 

Roberts develops (he implications of 
this thesis with a cheerful and often 
anti-academic vigour. He denies the 
utility of the traditional Greek pro- 
sodic vocabulary, arguing persuasively 
that English is a language based on 
regular stress rather than quantity. His 
own preferred terms (duplet, triplet 
etc) are clearly exemplified in a wide 
range of quotations. And he employs 
the rigour of phonetic transcription to 
explain how the sound in a poem works 
with the metric patterning, in parallels 
and incomplete recurrences, to give 
the poem life. This saves his argument 
from the dangers of vague Sitwe Ilian 
intuitions about hollow 'to" sounds and

The book concludes with a repre- 
sentative anthology of 81 poems. 
They’re set out on the page with words 
split or spaced to draw attention to the 
stresses the reader should acknow- 
ledge. Familial pieces of Shakespeare 
or Wallace Stevens ■ look like the 
unexpected offspring of an affair be- 
tween a demented wordprocessor and 
a re-Incamated Tiny Tots compositor." 
But these are rather scores to be 
realized in living performance than 
texts to be deconstructed. They may 
appear as Hopkins said of his own 
work “intolerably violent and artifi- 
cial” but the purpose they illustrate 
would surely have won his approval.

Weasel words 

It is common for politicians to accuse 
other politicians of using “weasel 
words”. Is this empty abuse, or do the 
words have a precise meaning? 

One Stewart Chaplin wrote in lWU: 
“Weasel words suck the life out of the 
words next to them, just as a weasel 
sucks the egg and leaves the shell”. 
Theodore Roosevelt was evidently 
ubfn Buss 1 awtire ofjbis idea when he said Jn' 1919

with The Kingfisher. She is a true poet, 
with a distinct voice that combines 
strong American rhythms with lively 
metaphor and a clarity of structure. 
She draws upon a wide range of 
material, and includes under “Notes” 
important background for tho more 
arcane references. The main scquoncc 
is a homage to John Keats, in which, 
using events and allusions, she identi- 
fies witli the pathos of Kcat's produc- 
tive years. Her own verse gains from 
the necessary inclusion of narrative, 
though her main concern is for the 
central paradox: “the framework of 
escape had shut him in.” Her images 
tumble across lengthy sentences, and 
she is fascinated by the individuality of 
created objects, especially fruit and 
flowers. Even where her effects are 
most personal and dazzling, she ex- 
udes tne confidence of a poet deter- 
mined to be heard. She writes from the 
“quicksilver underside of memory”, 
and with her rich complexity, she 
shapes our world anew for us. 

Some of the early topics in John 
Updike’s new collection read like 
ortcuts discarded from his novels: 
static on a car radio, changing a wheel 
in Spain, ants on a peony. Yet his 
language is unfussy, and the clarity of 
the vision he brings to his themes of 
nature and human behaviour results in 
minor poems that have a consistently 
strong appeal. After discarding an 
eye-patch in “Revelation”, “the real 
world was alarming ... a pop-up 
book".

Perhaps 
“The Day Mama Dot Taikes III" 
should have been printed first: it docs 
much to explain the sequence which 
gives the book its title, and is a fine 
poem. 

Howard Sergeant’s contribution to 
poetry has been so widespread and 
generous that it is a surprise that he has 
time to write his own poems. “I am 
singing aloud/and cracking my desper- 
ate jokes" he writes, in love, in "Crazy 
Love Poem for an Unseen Lady". His 
poems crackle with good humour, and 
above all, sheer good-natured 
observation. The best poem "A Letter 
in Time of Distress" is full of wisdom 
and unusual advice. He writes: “I 
respond/Like a compass needle to your 
grief." Sergeant's compass guides him 
surely to destinations that are the stuff 
of his poems. He is not a high poet , and 
would not want to be.

V irtually any French film made 
during the second half of the 
Thirties can be seen in rela- 
tion to the Popular Front - 
which docs not mean that it necessarily 
should be seen in these terms. There 
are broad and narrow views of the 
Front, and the second would confine it 
to the movement that brought to 
power a left-wing coalition govern- 
ment under Ldon Blum in May 1936. 
Had the National Film Theatre com- 
piled a season to celebrate the 
anniversary according this strict inter- 
pretation, it might have occupied one 
day of screenings and still nave left 
time for a seminar. 

A somewhat broader view is surely 
the right one. It was obvious from the 
start, not least to Lion Blum, that the 
movement represented more than the 
achievement of a parliamentary 
majority. It was one of several Euro- 
pean attempts by the Left to unite 
against the tnreat of Fascism and must 
therefore be viewed in relation to the 
deteriorating international scene. And 
in France, the 1936 elections were 
followed by strikes and occupations of 
factories which within two weeks in- 
volved more than a million French 
workers. The occupations were in- 
tended both to show the workers’ 
support for “their” government and to 
serve notice on it that they would not 
be disappointed, as they nad been by 
the Cartel des gauches in the Twenties. 
The workers’ action was an embarrass- 
ment to Blum, as it was a surprise to 
the Communists and the trade unions, 
a spontaneous reaction illustrating the 
huge expectations that the Popular 
Front had aroused and forcing a con- 
frontation between these expectations 
and the reality of what might be 
achieved within the French parliamen- 
tary system. 

fri France (as in Britain) there was 
widespread sympathy for the Left 
among intellectuals willing to commit 
themselves to the struggle against 
Fascism. The cooperative spirit de- 
monstrated by the factory occupations 
was reflected in two films. Jean Re- 
noir’s Le Crime de Monsieur Lange 
(sjwwn on June 3), by the director 
whose work is the purest expression of 
the “Popular Front spirit”, is the story 
of a printing works taken over by its 
employees when the boss absconds; 
when he threatens to return and des- 
troy the workers’ enterprise. Mon- 
sieur Lange, a writer of pulp fiction 
whose work has been produced by the 
nrm, kills him. Julien Duvivicr’s La 
Belle iquipe (June 7), on the other 
Hand, suggests more of the nmhiguitics 
ot the time, not least in the alternative 
optimistic and pessimistic endings that 
Duvtvier made for his story of five 
unemployed workers who win the 
lottery and set up a restaurant. Re- 
newing it, Georges Sadoul criticized 
me narrowness of Duvivier’s outlook: 
n ye me n cannot create a little world 
ot happiness . .

fcspoir (j UDe fa), Andrd Malraux's 
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film of an episode in his novel , was shot ' 
in Spain at the end of the decade, using 
non-professional nctors, most of whom 
had actually taken part in the Spanish 
Civil War and fought in the kind of 
operation the film depicts. More Ihnn 
this scmi-documcntnry eloment, the 
film is memorable for its picture of 
village life, illustrating the cooperative 
organization of the Republican strug- 
gle and culminating in the scenes of the 
procession down the mountain salut- 
ing the dead and wounded Republican 
airmen with clenched fists and deter- 
mined faces. Malraux went on to 
resistance against the Gormans in 
France and ended as Dc Gaulle’s 
Minister of Culture (his main achiev- 
ment being the cleaning of Notrc- 
Dame). 

The cooperative approach was diffi- 
cult for some to grasp in the context of 
French politics in tne Thirties which 
were notable for scandalous cases of 
individual corruption. When Renior 
made La Marseillaise (June 9), show- 


as "not a revolution, or even u revolt; 

There were 
plenty of films, on the other hand, 
directly or indirectly expressing a 
cynical view of contemporary French 
society.

Panorama: Who's Palling the Failures?

“I do nol consider that it's my job to 
produce pupils as cannon fodder for 
industry, announced a speaker at the 
Head Teachers’ Conference in Car- 
diff; his script could have been written 
for him by Christine Chapman to 
highlight the war between teachers and 
employers denounced in her Diverse 
Report (Channel 4) on May 27. But 
that programme, by definition, offers a 
partisan statement of a dissenting 
view. What Panorama did was to build 
up a more comprehensive indictment 
in a slot that clearly illustrates the 
importance attached to the present 
debate on the inadequacies of our 


educational system . The picture it gave 
of provision for less able pupils, back- 
ed by international comparisons In b 


study by the National Institute for 
Social and. Economic Research, was 
not reassuring for parents or an invita- 
tion to complacency among education- 
ists. 

The report was partial, in more than 
one sense. Its most striking omission 
was any mention of the further educa- 
tion colleges which replicate some of 
the work of the much-lauded German 
Hauptschule with vocational and pre- 
vocational courses, in cooperation 
with the Department of Employment, 
with industry and (through link 
courses) with schools. FE caters for a 
higher age-group than the Hauptschule 
but, because of the vnriety of courses it 
provides, can give students the oppor- 
tunity logo on to “academic’' as well as 
“vocational” study, and it has to be 
included in any broad investigation of 
the British system. 

Television can demonstrate partial- 
ity otherwise thnn by simple omission. 
John Clare’s three-part argument 
looked at Castlevalc School in Birm- 
ingham, a Hauptschule In Frankfurt 
and Sputley Hey School, Manchester.

For a variety of reasons, Iheatre-in- 
educadon programmes are frequently 
more successfully integrated into the 
junior school day than the more rigid 
secondary school curriculum. That is 
certainly the case with Charlie Gets 
Into Shape, a delightful but none the 
less skilfully-devised programme 
which Language Alive! are touring 
around schools in the IJalsall Heath 
area of Birmingham. 

Not only is the show Itself precisely 
tailored to the needs of top infants ana 
lower juniors, it comes complete with 
an exemplary set of teacher's notes 
suggesting how it can be followed up 
by work in every subject area. Maths is 
especially well covered for, as its name 
suggests, the programme deals with 
shape and culminates in an orgy of 
participation as the entire audience 
attempts to fit a giant “floor" of 
wooden triangles, squares and rec- 1 
tangles into a precisely-marked area , 
on the floor of the hall.

The comparison with Germany is 
valuable in two respects, however. 
First, it shows how meaningless is the 
distinction between "acndcinic" and 
“vocational" education; the idea that 
students can be “cannon fodder" for 
industry does not occur to German 
teachers or employers. Second, it 
illustrates that the problem is one 
involving the whole of sodety. It is 
important to stress deficiencies in our 
system but wrong to make scapegoats 
of teachers. On March 17, Panorama 
compared resourcing of three schools 
in Cheshire to show gross differences 
in provision. If the two programmes 
had a common conclusion, it was that, 
ns a society, we need to commit 
ourselves to giving a better deal to our 
children, especially the less ndvan- 
lugcd und the less able.

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Earlier this year Polaroid became the 
only horse in a one-horse race. The 
Cambridge, Massachusetts company 
won a ft-year court battle against 
Kodak. A United States judge held 
that Kodak* instant picture cameras 
and film infringed Polaroid's master 
patents on instant picture photo- 

P >6Xough the court case was decided 
in North America, it has put Kodak 
out of the instant photography busi- 
ness all round the world. Kodak made 
all its instant picture film in America, 
so the supply has simply dried up. 
Anyone who owns a Kodak instant 
picture camera can claim compensa- 
tion in cash or kind from the company. * 

The court cose has hit Kodak in 
other areas too. Like several Japanese 
companies, Kodak has developed a 
still picture system which records 50 
colour television pictures on a tiny 
magnetic floppy disc, similar to - but 
smaller than - a computer floppy. The 
pictures from the disc are displayed on 
a TV screen and the system is intended 
for education and industry. Kodak* 
original plan was to let users make 
hard copies of the video image on 
screen with a modified instant picture 
camera, but Polaroid* court win now 
makes this impossible. 

The big temptation for Polaroid 
would be to sit on its corporate laurels, 
but instead the company is still spend- 
ing nearly 10 per cent of its sales 
income on research and development. 
At the National Association of Broad- 
casters Convention in Dallas, Polaroid 
demonstrated a freeze-frame video- 
photo recorder which will sell in Amer- 
ica for around $2,000. it freezes any 
picture taken from a videoprogramme 
In a computer memory. Then, nt the 
press of a button, it makes a perma- 
nent record on Polaroid instant picture 
film. 


Cost of the system is kept low 
because the image recorder uses only a 
black and white television tube. Tne 
film is automatically exposed three 
times, through red, green and blue 
filters. Students can film an experi- 
ment with a video camera, replay the 
moving sequence through a Tv set and 
capture a permanent frozen image of 
burial steps. There Is no firm date yet 
for the UK launch. 

There Is, however, a firm launch 
date for Polaroid* new instant picture 
camera, to be called linage System. It 
wuappear in September, nt n cost of 
£129, with built-in flash. The film will 
cost the same as existing Polaroid film;

The film uses new chemistry. There 
aie 18 layers in the emulsion.

There is no chemical 
cross-talk. l!ne result is improved 
green imaging. Polaroid plans even- 
tually to use the same chemistry in 
fitmpacks for existing cameras. So far 
it will be available for Image cameras 
only. 

Film speed, incidentally, is 600 
ASA. This is necessary because the 
maximum lens aperture is flO. Bear 
this in mind when taking Image film 
through airports. Some X-ray 
machines, especially in the USA, are 
only safe up to 400 ASA.

Maybe when you read the above 
details, like me you experienced two 
double-takes. The first is caused by a 
sense of dija vu at the title; the second 
comes from the price. 

A closer laox resolves. Indeed 
Weaver and McGee already authored 
a book with this title; it was at the time 
(well over three years ago) a valiant 
and fairly successful attempt at a 
classbook in CSE-type computing. 
This £25 package is In fact a set of 
black-line masters to support that 
nice little book, and the price is 
presumably some attempt lo recoup 
the huge sums that would otherwise 
hnve been paid in copyright fees. 

The pack actually consists of 42 
cards from which A4 worksheets are 
readily produced by photocopying (or, 
of course, otherwise). There is afro an 
eight-page leaflet of very tightly pack- 
ed teachers' notes on the use of these 
resources, and it is clear that a great 
j deal of effort tins gone into the plan- 
ning of the material. 

All the same, one must express some 
concern. In particular the language 
level of the material is rather high , and 
it is certain that the “average' 1 students 
of CSE Computer Studies (for whom I 
the material would otherwise be out- 
standingly valuable) would struggle 
without u great deal of teacher transla- 
tion. Another problem is that the cards 
arc nol always stand-alone. In a num- 
ber of cases one refers directly to a 
second, for instance. This leads to 
potential problems of administration. 

Certainly a lot of work has gone into 
the production of this material, so that 
despite its price, purchase is very well 
worth considering by tcuchcrs of for- 
mal school courses in computing. Such 
a pity, though, that It took so long to 
reach fruition after the book which It 
supports, _

BBC-produced booklets on the 
national criteria for History teaching 
have now been dispatched to all secon- 
dary schools, In itself this is a valuable 
addition to the literature Bdvising 
teachers on how to plan and, more 
especially, actually teach GCSE His- 
tory. But a special effort should be 
made by schools to record the two 
programmes os they provide a signifi- 
cant insight into how other teachers 
have approached major issues raised. 

The programmes have been very 
well planned and edited to give useful 
indications in the handling of the 
criteria in the classroom. Martin 
Booth's sensitive continuity and ques- 
tioning lead us through various 
teachers’ objectives for their forth- 
coming lessons, the neural class that 
followed and their own summary of 
what they think the children have 
leornti lines of possible enquiry arc 
then suggested. Music divides the 


E amines into sections to allow the 
cr a break for thought. 

The format is valuable because it is 
so rare for teachers to be able to hear 
how colleagues actually tackle History 
in the classroom and, because we hear 
the children as well, we can make our 
own assessment of their effectiveness. 

"Using Sources" takes up most time, 
the whole first programme being de- 
voted to this area. Tne second looks at 
conceptual development, empathy 
and the organization of work as part of 
course assessment.

Over recent years it has become ax- 
iomatic that the study of primary 
material should form on essential part !

It is both the most 
exciting aspect of History teaching and 
the most demanding - not least be- 
cause many History teachers lack ex- 
pertise in it. This short series of three 
programmes provides stimulating sup- 
port for all teachers working with 
primary sources, however experi- 
enced. 


Ur David btarkey demonstrates in 
the first programmehow interpreting a 
document is based on our prior know- 
ledge of context and ie&ds to an 
extension of that knowledge. It cao 
test our preconceptions or help us 
revise prevailing theories. In their 


Starkey's approach is as historian- 
detective. Using his own work, explor- 
ing the records of Henry VIII's court, 
he explains how he came to challenge 
die Elton thesis on Tudor government. 
The key document discussed in the 
broadcast is not one that specifically 
led to his revisionist reinterpretation, 
but one that dramatically joins mun- 
dane court life to an execution. 

Sir Francis Weston’s last letter to his 
family is quoted, then the reverse is 
described. This itemizes his debts and 
specifics other court functionaries to 
whom he owed money; it is easily 
followed in the notes provided. It was 
Starkey's detailed study of such fists 
that lea him to the conclusion that the 
Privy Chamber was the crucial organ 
of government in the period, not new 
state departments. 

In the second programme, “Red 
Gydeside” is examined by Dr Mur- 
doch Rodgers. His presentation of 
sources is quite different. The first part 
is a semi-dramatized reconstruction of 
events as Rodgers sees them, using

It shows most effectively 
how our reconstructions of the past 
derive from our concerns in the pre- 
sent. 

My criticisms are carping. A list of 
17 skills to be used with documents is 
Intimidating for many teachers, let 
alone students. Tills part of the notes 
should be treated ns pure reference. 
Radio actors reading (lie quotations 
also leave me uneasy at times. Docs 
not exaggerated emphasis pre-judge? 

But overall this is a fine scries winch 
should he used extensively. The prog- 
rammes grapple with evidence and pul 
History to the forefront ns a question- 
ing subject. They should be used 
carefully. At 40 minutes each, they ure 
far too long for continuous concentra- 
tion and have been deliberately pre- 
pared to be treated in segments. 

The next scries could emphasize 
more clearly suggested lircnks. The 
notes, which can be photocopied, 
provide excellent background material 
and some of the documents quoted, 
though unfortunately not all ot them. 
Recording the broadcasts should also 
enable teachers to treat their tapes as 
resources that students can take away 
and digest in small doses. 

John Lewis and narrated by Victoria 
Wood, the film uses animated Chinese 
characters (cefor horse, man, river) to 
tell this fame about the need for 
cooperation.

S tems like "Stereotype" and "Mr 
xford Don" are very funny as well as 
being entirely serious; he quotes a 
Caribbean proverb about the smile 
that includes gravity and anger: “Ev- 
ery skin-teet’ ain’t a laugh." Other 
poems, though, are wholly serious, 
especially those, like "Come from that 
Window, Child", which lament and 
celebrate the deaths of activists In the 
Islands and South America.

Real and fantastic 

Julia Eccleshare talks to Margaret Mahy 


Twice winner of the Carnegie Medal, 
author of more than 40 books, Mar- 
garet Mahy is now as “established’* an 
author as you could wish. Her out- 
standing success is the fulfilment of a 
life spent writing stories, writing to 
communicate her ideas with othe peo- 
ple. She spent her childhood filling 
exercise books with stories of ponies 
and heroines, living in a fantasy world 
which she can now formalize in writ- 
ing. Her first published story appeared 
in a local newspaper when she was 
eight. It is dear that even then she was 
more delighted than suprised to see 
her work in print. It was what she had 
always aimed for. 

Margaret Mahy was born and 
brought up in Whakatane, a country 
town in New Zealand. As a child she 
was, by her own description, “odd in a 
not very pleasant way”. She played 
complicated, inventive games, talking 
aloud as she did so. It is this familiarity 
with Invention that inspires all her 
writing. In her earliest books it was a 
source of delight and surprise. More 
recently, especially in ner longer 
novels for older readers, Mahy's spec- 
tacular originality has injected a force 
or energy into her writing which has 
the unusual and outstanding quality of 
charging up the reader. She plays with 
fantasy, twisting the strands of fantasy 
and reality together into a continuous 
thread with no visible joins. She 
doesn’t divide the world into “renl" or 
“imaginary". To her, the unseen forces 
which surround us are every bit as real 
and powerful as the table top on which 
she writes. 

And yet there is nothing mystical or 
fandfol about Mahy. She has a pro- 
found respect for the rational and for 
the logical structure of the universe. 
She is a regular reader of Scientific 
American and is fascinated by mathe- 
matical patterns, matter and physical 
energy. (She recollects how satisfying 
U was when she was 49, seven times 
seven, the age of a class of children sho

was addressing). In her writing, her 
understanding of human relationships 
and her ability to portray the quarrels 
and humour of family life arc every bit 
as telling as her fantasy.

The advent of the Voices anthologies 
in the mid-Sixties opened the way for a 
new approach to the teaching of poetry 
in schools. Suddenly poetry was alive 
again, and publishers took care to 
profit from the lessons in presentation 
provided by such collections as Voices 
and Touchstones. But that mixture of 
poems (many very modem) and pic- 
tures, which was so revolutionary 
then, has proved a pitfall for less 
scrupulous anthologists. Moreover, 
whereas it was an innovation then to 
encourage children to write freely 
whatever came into their heads (with 
the support of collections of verse 
about me as they knew it) the pendu- 
lum as usual swung too far. 

After this laudable and sensible 
start, anthologies began to degenerate 
in the later Seventies: most sense of 
form and structure disappeared from 
them as it had from children's own 
writing. With honourable exceptions, 
there was a host of books where the 
contents, like a pack of cards, were 
simply shuffled and dealt in a different 
order. There developed an unfortun- 
ate tendency to swamp the poems with 
pictures in order to make the books 
‘‘attractive to children". The poems 
were often so light on verse that you 
could be forgiven for not noticing them 
at all. 

Children are more interested and 
more discriminating than that. Now, at 
last, more anthologists are showing a 
greater knowledge of poetry and less 


patronage towards their intended nu- 
dience - inevitably the pendulum is 
swinging back. It hns nlrcady begun 
with children's own writing; nntl, as 
before, the anthologies are following 
suit und beginning to reflect this new 
direction, though old habits die hard 
and stragglers remain. 

Adrian Rumble is one of the new 
breed. His first anthology. Have You 
Heard The Sun Sinking?, was n lively 
and pleasing collection. This latest. Is 
A Caterpillar Ticklish?, also for six to 
nine year olds, continues in the same 
vein. The book has life and energy 
without being simplistic or apologetic 
in its choice of poems and rhymes. 
There is an obvious love and aware- 
ness of language and its possibilities, 
and a sensible balance between 
humorous and serious poems which 
would give children a good grounding 
in the ways that poetry uses to achieve 
its effects. • 

A Calendar Of Poems, edited by 
Wes Magee, is another successful 
anthology whose contents are varied 
and stimulating. It is noticeable (again 
with honourable exceptions) that 
when good published poets edit antho- 
logies the choices reflect a real under- 
standing of poetry writing. Poems 
appear to be included because they are 
good, not because they arc easy or 
merely entertain. Not that the poems 
here are heavy; they arc not. Particu- 
larly pleasing is the space around the 
poems, the absence of ubiquitous 
illustrations to soften the blow or 
deflect from the poems. The book is 
ananged month by month, and each of 
the twelve sections contains around 10 
poems, a large number of which have 
certainly not appeared in recent antho- 
logies. It will be a useful source book 
for teachers of any age group over 
seven years. 

Themes seem to be increasingly 
popular and We Are The Chamjiions, 
compiled by Caroline Sheldon and 
Richard Heller, gives us sporting 
verse. This is an enjoyable collection 
which maintains n skilful bnluncc be- 
tween the poems presented. Too muny 
poems of one kind (eg humorous) enn 
pall and luckily this book avoids (lie 
trap. It has line drawings, by Virginia 
Salter, which are attractive and com- 
plement the poems without monopo- 
lizing the reader's attention. It, too, 
should prove very useful for teachers 
as well as being popular with the 
children. 

Tunny Folk , another theme antholo- 
gy, is less successful. There are too 
many poems which strain to be funny, 
and the more serious ones are some- 
how overpowered by the unhelpful 
illustrations. Although nothing is 


obviously offensive about this book Ik 
ovcrnll effect is a deadening of lit 
senses. Unfortunately it will do Ifov 
more than entertain on a foreem 
level.

Valuing herself is not a problem to 
Mog in Groiv Up, Cupid. In amusingly 
satirical episodes she lias sorted out Mi- 
Dab^ her erstwhile headmaster, and 
run rings round her new college prin- 
cipal, Mr Beadle, with phrases suen as, 
“a valuable part of the curriculum . . . 
seminars on family management . . . 
put the College on the map" in order to 
establish a crfiche. Her command of 
another battery of cliches enables her 
to submit several chapters of An 
Anatomy of Passion to Cupid Books. 
Mrs D'Arcy, Cupid’s representative, is 
hilariously incapable of appreciating 
Mog's development of the romantic 
novel to include, firstly, explicit sex 
which Mog avers she is researching 
“out in the field’’; and secondly. Mob’s 
role-reversal for her heroine which 
“put her in charge and makes the man 
do the hanging about and worrying 
how he looks". This is a funny, lively 
read and its only faults lie in exuberant 
over-writing (even car-parks have to 
be described m ironic detail) and an 
uneasy wavering between satire and 
naturalism in the characterisation of 
Mog in the world of caricature which 
surrounds her. 

In The Sand Forest, Sky leaves 
Sydney for the empty north-west Au- 
stralian coast to join her eccentric 
uncles, Hamish and Geord.

Sky’s sense of the violent past is 
brought frighteninsly into the present 
by Unde Gcord’s diabetic delirium in 
which he believes he is an 18th ccntuiy 
sailor brawling over treasure. His 
archaic utterances read no more 
stranglcy than Hesba Brinsmead 's 
dominant style in which even Aussie

Hapless is the opening of Clementi- 
na.

E oint of the novel, stalwartly suffers 
er friend Bridget's selfishness and the 
cool distance of the “unknown girl 
from a Children’s Home”, Clementina 
Rattray, invited by Bridget’s Mum 
(whose social conscience is finally 
rewarded by her appointment as 
Director of Social Services for 
Reading). 

Clementina is beautiful, mysterious 
and a gifted violinist with an instinct 
for horses. She traps herself and others 
into love-conflicts which, we lcam, 
emanate from the dark Tower, witness 
to Radcoat brutality and a lover's 
death by fire in 1746. This past is 
re-enacted in Gementina’s affair with 
Angus, for the jealous Bridget sets fire 
to a stable, killing off poor Angus. 

The novel's appeal lies in the sym- 
pathetic ordinariness of Daisy, the 
Scottish setting is convincing and 
youne readers have but'little of^hae a 
wee keek at the hallway” to struggle 
through. Maybe they will be satisfied 
by loose ends neatly tied; truth known 
at last, Bridget far away in Australia,

Not every picture book has a sizeable 
text, or even needs it. But a time can 
come when infant listeners want more 
than a mere few words to reflect on 
while studying the pictures. All the 
books discussed below have sufficient 
story to make at least one bedtime (or 
other-time) reading. 

Take, for instance. Binettc Schroed- 
er’a Flora's Magic House (North-South 
£6.50). ''Once upon a time," it begins, 
"in a magic land of trees and flowers, a 
doll named Flora lived with her friend 
Robert the Bird." But she sometimes 
wonders about the world outside. 
“You have wings," she says ro Bird. 
“But i have to stay here all alone." So 
Bird invites two mends to divert her 
while he's away: Humpty Dumptyand 
Magic Box, who can create anything 
out of paper. When a paper house that 
he makes for her blows skyward in the 
wind, he adds wings - and it is an 
aeroplane. And wno should rescue 
them out of the sea but Robert, flying 
home? Both the niry story and fairy 
tale pictures - essential detail only in a 
mysterious landscape, seascape, sky- 
scape - arc at once stirring and satis- 
fying. 

Little Tiger, Get Well Soon by 
Janosch (Andersen £5.95) focuses on 
the desired childhood privilege of 
invalid status- nothing too serious, but 
enough to gain attention. Little Tiger 
isn't well. Little Bear must carry him 
home, then bandage biin, then provide 
his favouri te dish. {Problem: it can 't be 
done. ) More events occur in the Anim- 
als' Hospital (a happy place, parents 
note). “Next year", says Bear, “it will 
be my turn to be ill ana you can make 
me better, all right?" “Of course, "says 
Tiger.

Flame-Coloured Taffeta is a short 
novel for younger children, somewhat 
in the vein of the early books by in 
author advertised on the jacket The 
Armourer's House nnd Brother Dusty.

Fifteen-year-old Kathleen lives in Kil- 
tarragh just inside the Province. 
Across the road lies the Republic and 
dawn the road run the Bnts in their 
armoured cars. It is a small place, a 
farming community, with Belfast and 
Dublin a world away, and it lies, also, 
on the borders of past and present. 

And Kathleen lives on the borders 
between childhood and womanhood, 
between innocence and a painful 
awareness of outside realities and of 
hidden complexities amid the certain- 
ties and beliefs she has held about life, 
about people in Kiltarragh and the 
world beyond. 

Kathleen, in the holidays, is busy 
about the farm, run by Mammic. who 
runs everything and everyone. She is 
exasperated when left to mind Imelda, 
daughter of Carmel, married to much 
loved Frank. Mammie does not admire 
Carmel who is modern, pushing and 
opportunistic - and has disturbed the 
Family. So Kathleen is not that keen 
on Carmel, either. 

It is part of the strength of this short , 
but fufl-to-bursting novel that Cather- 
ine Sefton (Martin Waddell) allows us 
to see Kathleen, over the course of a 
few days, slowly change her ideas 
about people (tne Family's ideas in 
fact), as she probes the secret the 
Family is hiding from her. 

Is it about the future of the farm? Is 
one of the boys involved with the IRA? 
Kathleen forms her theories, tests 
them, discards them, while she argues 


with a more sophisticated school friend 
from Belfast about sex, politics, about 
Irejand (There’s a neat passage in 
which her friend goes into raptures 
over a visit to Tara, seat of Icings, while 
Kathleen, her head full of old tales and 
legends takes Tara for granted). 

As the pace of the story quickens 
and finally bursts into the violence of a 
family dispute, Kathleen learns the 
truth about the much loved, but feck- 
less “sister" Rose (the “Kiltarragh 
bicycle"), and also about herself (a 
troth everyone but she has known all 
along). It is Carmel who brings it home 
to her, throwing light on Mammie, 
Frank, Mike, all those people she 
knows so well, and so little. 

Over-ambitiously the author has 
attempted to mirror in Kathleen's 
young view of the world, a wider 
romantic Republican outlook, and the 
parallels do not always meet. (The 
brutal realities of Protestant politics 
recently made all too clear find almost 
no reflection in the novel’s back- 
ground). To portray a young person at 
a turning point in their lives and see 
them as a microcosm of larger, chang- 
ing social and political realities, needs I 
think a larger canvas than this small 
book. But it succeeds memorably in 
showing through such a young life a 
whole rural way of life now slipping 
into the past. 

Teenage readers might, though, be 
better able to relate to the book with a 
jacket less expressive of an earlier age 
of children's publishing.

Peter Connolly 


Peter Connolly is a true origin;! I - some 
would even say an ccccntnc. an obses- 
sional. His rcudcTs may only sense it in 
the astonishing dedication that lies 
behind his nbility to bring the ancient 
world to life - not just the great 
political movements but the daily 
routine of Greek and Roman armies, 
of Hnnnibnl's soldiers, of the people of 
Pompeii, of Jesus' contemporaries and 
now of the warriors of Mycenae and 
Troy - bur his neighbours know it. 
They have actually seen the Roman 
soldier in full gear grimacing as he 
hurls his javelin over and over again, 
searching for I he true angle in dozens 
of delayed-action photographs of him- 
self. Not a common sight in a Lincoln- 
shire village. 

He and his family know it, too, as 
they contemplate the economic insan- 
ity of his work. "A book takes fifteen 
months’ full-time work with four 
months’ research before you start. The 
research may take less time with each 
book , but the illustrations seem to lake 
ever longer. " He grieves over the 
barbaric Handling of his artwork by 
printers. “Publishers arc a law unto 
themselves. I valued the artwork of 
Jesus at £20,000, but now it*s a write- 
off." and lie showed me the ineradic- 
able creases in his Odysseus paintings 
recently returned Trent Oxford. 

Television series on the times of 
Jesus and the search for Troy devoured 
his time, his knowledge and his actual 
models in return for meagre reward 
and even less publicity. He has always 
designed his own books, but now 
yearns to publish them too: he has 
come to see museums as his natural 
market , with the committed customers 
and outlets for further material like 
posters, and where he himself has fur 
more contacts than publi.diers who 
think mainly in terms of school librar- 
ies. 

Original or eccentric, the academic 
world he once regarded with paranoic 
awe now embraces him . But it was the 
conviction that the experts were just 
waiting to pounce thru drove him to 
test every ucinil through actual recon- 
struction: he makes uu3 wears dll kinds 
of Greek and Roman armour, builds 
thrce-mUcs-UMhc-inch 3-D relief 
maps that instantly clarify battle-plans, 
makes breathtaking models like the 
entire fortified temple of Jerusalem, 
which look two solid months, to show 
how the attacking Romans managed to 
build their ramp.

Me joins .spe- 
cialist groups of mock Roman soldiers, 
and was, when 1 met him, worrying 
ovct a section, of back armour pre- 
viously assumed to overlap, and 
painted so by Connolly, but which in 
the hoot or battle had come right out:

piece of nrmour used by researchers 
been itself originally discarded? Prob- 
ably the latter. “After all, the dis- 
carded stuff is what is most likely to 
survive for us to rind.” 

One reassessment, however, has led 
to his proudest achievement, a gen- 
uinely original discovery for which he

has been honoured by (he Institute of 
Archaeology at London as an Associ- 
ate Researcher. In The Roman Army 
he portrayed u saddle ns it had been 
recreated from pieces of saddle leather 
found in Holland, nnd accepted and 
published ns such universally. 

“But friends pointed out, and I 
agreed totally, that whatever it was, it 
was not a saddle, but just a cloth that 
goes over the horse. There simply had 
to he something wrong with the recon- 
struction.” He concluded finally thul 
there was a wooden frame inside it; he 
rearranged the pieces, stitched it 
together differently, nnd made "a very 
sensible saddle” that holds you in, 
grips your thighs mid allows a 
tremendous ranee of secure movement 
- it means lulufly re-thinking cavalry 
tactics. Though liis modem horse was 
not enthusiastic about It, today it is 
bolted to a vaulting box in Connolly’s 
studio while he sits nstride il trium- 
phantly wielding tin enormous metre- 
long sword, indefntigably proving yet 
another expert wrong who dcclnrcd a 
cavalryman could not draw a sword 
longer than SO ems on his right side . . . 

It is an instinct that lingers from his 
past. At SO, Connolly has himself 

J oined the academic ranks - last year 
te was made a Fellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries. That is a lone step for the 
lad who chanced to read Mcrivale's 
19th-century history of Rome while in 
the Forces, setting fire to a passion that 
has burned ever since, even through 20 
years as an advertising artist. Having 
begun as a student at the week-long 
Roman Army courses at Durham 
University, he is now himself their 
lecturer in armour and equipment. 

It is not a natural subject for him. 
pacifist by nature, but armour can be 
reconstructed, and it is the excitement 
of reconstruction that grips him. It may 
be the efficient design of an enveloping 
Roman military coat, or the thrill of 
realizing how Homer's description of

Odd-ball families in literature some- 
times come over as irritatingly self- 
congratulatory when authors become 
too fond of them, and to a certain 
extent this is tree of the early pages in 
Betsy Byars’ latest novel. But after a 
serious injury to one character - 
coupled with the disappearance of 
grandfather into prison - things im- 
prove for the reader, if.not For the 
chaotic Blossom family Itself. 

With mother away rodeo-riding (a 
profession that has already killed 
rather) the two remaining children end 
up by breaking Into gaol to rejoin 
grandpa, a scrap-dealer who has blun- 
dered into trouble through his general 
puzzlement with ihe pace, ,o f. contem- . 


Achilles in his nrmour fitted the move- 
ments Connolly hud to make when 
trying on his Dendru (15th century ut j 
reconstruction - a suit that leaves only 
the back of the lower leg unprotected. 

The whole aneieul world is alive in 
his imagination. He is working on a 
study of The Villa, an Malian and 
Romanu-British one based on Cltcd- 
worth, and plans n three-part work on 
the Origins of Man - now that is 
reconstruction from square one. 

Today his desk is strewn with paint- 
ings of Jewelled intensity (printing 
bleakly flattens them) for n two-book 
portrait of one special Roman soldier, 
first ns n legionary nnd then as a 
cavalryman. Mis is the best preserved 
complete military record we Imve. and 
Connolly wants us to see his training 
and career in film-like detail, all its 
sweat and muck as well us glory. For 
this Is the man depicted on Trajan's 
column trying to stop the defeated 
Dacian king Dcccbalus front commit- 
ting suicide. 

“He is holding his shield all wrong, 
right round in front to let us see him, as 
iflic is saying, 'M’s me! M’s me!' I’ve 
always thought Trajan’s column was 
like looking through a peephole lu 
lime where you can see everything but 
you can hear nothing. But at this one 
infinitesimal point there’s a voice 
shouting out or history: *1 am Tiberius 
Claudius Maximus, of the Second 
Colonial Cavalry . . 

If anyone can catch those distant 
echoes of the past, it is Peter Connolly.

porary life. The third and youngest 
child, meanwhile, is laid up in hospital 
with two broken legs, having tried to 
fly from the roof ot the family’s rustle 
bam. He too is finally reunited with 
grandfather and siblings in court, 
where the whole family Is feted in an 
orgy of press photographs and rolling 
cameras. 

So far so good: Betsy Byars is a 
master story-teller and could probably 
produce highly readable fiction in her 
sleep. Her most successful novels, like 
The Eighteenth Emergency or The 
Glory Girl, make a serious point in 
addition to earning total conviction 
and providing bright, amusing dia- 
logue. 77te Not-Just-A nyhody Family 
is also easy to read yet harder to 
remember, with child characters who 
are cute rather than concerned living in 
au environment where the harsh com- 
petitiveness of American urban exist- 
ence is softened Into Disneyesque 
sentimentality. Those who relished the 
aad wit of her former books will hope 
this saccharine quality is only a passing 
phase in someone wno on form is stiff 
one or the besl children’s novelists we 
have.

A number of programmes are being 
launched to incrcnse “language aware- 
ness", particularly other non-Enro- 
pcnii languages and dialects which 
children bring into tne classroom ana 
share in the playground. One sugges- 
tion offered recently in the TESfat 
“improving the whole language cli- 
mate” is tnat there should be greater 
representation of works in minority 
languages from publishers. 

In the area of children's publishing, 
The Bodlcy Head have made a positive 
contribution with John Agard's collec- 
tions of poems. In his most recent 
work, Sav It Again, Grannyl Ami 
uses creofese to express 20 proverbs of 
Guyana and the Caribbean, and in his 
role as “paetsonian H interweaves poet- 
ry and calypso to emphasize die folk 
rhythms of the Caribbean. You can 
hear the marked calypso rhythm in 
“Follow-follow kill MonKcy” (a variant 
on Trinidad’s “Follow fashion kill 
monkey dog") with its repetitive re- 
sponses, 

“Everything I do, dc monkey 
would do. 

1 jump up, monkey jump up too. 

I drink gin, monkey drink gin too. 

1 brush me teeth, monkey brush 1 
teeth too. 

I ent pepper, monkey cat pepper 
too. 

Hot pepper mck monkey hop like 
kangaroo." 

Tchukovsky observes that often these 
taunting rhymes, familiar in the world 
of childhood, "grow out of ecstatic, 
rhythmic movement ..." nnd one 
instinctively feels that these arc poems 
to be “performed".
